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HALF A MILLION COMING IN 


THE TIDE OF GOLD TURNS TO 
THE UNITED STATES. 





A Shipment for Baring, Magoun & Co. 
Leaves Southampton To-day—Wall Street 
Thinks This Means that More Will Fol- 
low. but Bankers Say This Importation 
Has No Bearing on the General Situa- 
tion—Present Conditions Not Sufficiently 
Favorable—Imports and Exports. 


The first shipment of gold to this coun- 
try made in months will be sent out from 
Southampton to-day. It will be brought 
to this country by the steamer Columbia. 
Its amount is $500,000. 

Baring, Magoun & Co. make this impor- 
tation. Wall Street heard many reports 
yesterday morning that other houses would 
follow their example and that a large 
amount of gold would be brought to this 
country as speedily as possible. These 
rumors helped to strengthen the stock mar- 
ket, although inquiry among the foreign 
bankers failed to show that the stories of 
immediate shipments were well founded. 
Lower rates for money here later in the 
day were followed by a sharp advance in 
exchange of 1}, cents, which, in the opin- 
jon of most of the banks, was sufficient to 
bar imports. 

At the office of Baring, Maggun & Co. 
Mr. Magoun said: “This importation of 
$500,000 of gold is purely a private trans- 
action on which we had a chance to make 
a profit. It has no bearing on the general 
situation. I do not look for continued im- 
ports unless it be on special orders such 
as this. In perhaps another menth the 
tide will turn, but there és a large supply of 
bills of exchange here now. The present 
conditions do not warrant importations.” 

Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co. and Hei- 
@elbach, Ickelheimer & Co., both of which 
firms have figured as heavy exporters, said 
that they did not look for imports at pres- 
ent, except possibly in the case of a 
special order. Conditions, in their view, 
were not yet ripe fora movement this way. 
The day’s advance in exchange had re- 
moved the chance of a profit on importa- 


tions. 

Among the institutions Wall Street heard 
were likely to bring in gold was the Bank 
of British North America. F. Bromfield, 
agent of the bank in this city, said, how- 
ever: “‘Gold cannot now be ‘imported here 
at a profit, and to-day’s order for $500,000 
has no bearing on the general situation?’ 

Other banks expressed a similar opinion, 
their view being well stated by President 
Brayton Ives of the Western National, who 
said: ‘‘My impression is thatitis not yet 
time to expect any considerable amount of 
gold to come this way. Exchange rates 
are so fickle that they do not seem to me to 
otter an opportunity fora marked move- 
ment to this country.” 

Nevertheless, Wall Street regarded the 
fact that a shipment of gold was to be 
made to thie country as highly important 
and significant. The last notable impor- 
tations were in 1891. There had been a 
heavy outward movement in 1889, $50,- 
933,460 having been sent out and only 
$12,004,632 having been imported. In 
1890 the record was more nearly balanced, 
$24,063,074 being exported and $20,230,- 
090 being imported. The totals for 1891 
were $79,086,581 exported and $44,970,- 
110 imported. ; 

In the Fall of that year there was an im- 

ortant movement this way, the gold com- 
ing in as follows in the last four months:

The totals were: for September, $6,222,- 
033: for October, $14,080,460; for Novem- 
ber, $5,531,765; for December, $3,168,066, 
making a grand total of $29,002,324. 

With the beginning of 1892 the imports 

fell off. Nearly $5,000,000 in foreign coin 
was received in February and March, to be 
sure, butit did not stay in this country, 
being sent on almost immediately to Cuba. 
The total exports that year reached $76,- 
532,056, while the imports were only $17,- 
450,946. So far this year the exports have 
exceeded the imports by about $60,000,- 
000. 
Money rates showed a smaller range yes- 
terday than on Tuesday, the top figures 
being only 12 per cent., as against 25 per 
cent. on that day. The closing rate was 5 
per cent. The demand upon New-York 
from the country banks continued, but upon 
g rather smaller scale than was the case a 
few days ago. About $750,000 was shipped 
from the city during the day. 

A good share of this money went South, 
while St. Louis also came in for remit- 
tances to the extent. of $200,000. Through 
the Sub-Treasury $300,000 was trans- 
ferred by telegraph to San Francisco, gold 
certificates being given here in payment. 
This demand from the Pacific coast was 
attributed to the tronbles of the banks in 
Los Angeles. The Sub-Treasury exchanges 
of small bille for shipment amounted to 
about $350,000. 

The Clearing House Loan Committee met 
again yesterday morning and _ issued 
$2,550,000 in Clearing House certificates. 
Includedin this amount was the $1,000,- 
000 which the Bank of Commerce Direct- 
ors voted to apply for an order to en- 
courage weaker institutions to take the 
same step. 

The expectation that the Government 
would anticipate its July 1 interest pay- 
ments helped ts cheer the Street yesterday, 
as such a step would put some $7,000,000 
in circulation in a very few days. 





THE JULY INTEREST, 


No Action by Secretary Carlisle—The Treas- 
ury in Good Condition, 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Carlisle was in Philadelphia to- 
day and, asa consequence, no action was 
taken looking to the payment of the inter- 
est on the 4 percent. and Pacific Railroad 
bonds prior to July 1, the day it becomes 
due. The fact that Mr. Carlisle left the 
city without authorizing the payment is 
taken by many to mean that the proposed 
plan of relieving the money stringency is 
not likely to beadopted. It was said atthe 
Treasury this afternoon that nothing could 
be donein the matter in Mr. Carlisle’s ab- 
sence. 

Some close observers of the financial sit- 
uation say they see no reason for the pay- 
ment of this interest before itis due. They 
claim that the outlook is much brighter 
thanit was a week ago, or even at the 
time the rumor concerning the interest was 
started. The records of the office of the 


Controller of the Currency show that the 
orders for currency from national banks 
trom May 1 to May 21 anurogated $633, - 
310. ‘There has been forwarded to national 
banks since June 1 $1,290,270, and there 
has been ordered for issuance on national 
bauk bonds since the latter date $2,020.- 
000. It was said at the Treasury this aft- 
ernoon that this great increase in the issue 
of currency is doubtless due to the demand 
for money and to the fact that the present 
low price of bonds insures a fair profit on 


bank circulation.

that Baring, Magoun & Co. of New-York 
and London had shipped $500,000 of gold 
to the United States. his is the first 
shipment of foreign gold in any considera- 
ble quantity to the United States during 
the present month, and is looked upon as 
showing that the tide in gold exports from 
this country to Europe hasturned. _ 

During the eleven months beginning 
July 1, 1892, and ended May 31, 1893, the 
amount of gold shipped from the United 
States to Europe, according to the figures 
furnished by the Bureau of Statistics, 
Treasury Department, amounted to $105,- 
965,950. During the same period gold was 
imported from Europe into the United States 
to the amount of $20,164,699, leaving a 
balance against this country in that period 
of $85,000,000. During the five months of 
the present calendar year beginning Jan. 
1 and ending May 31, the amount of gold 
exported was $71,003.044, the imports 
during the same period being $10,749,361, 
or a balance against us of $61,000,000 in 
round figures. For the last three weeks no 
gold has been exported from New-York to 
Europe, and as a consequence of natural 
accretion the Treasury Department has 
been gaining gold durivg that period, the 
net gold balance to-day standing at 
$94,050,310. 

In the warn Hane he this gold the Treas- 
ury Department has redeemed nearly 
$6,000,000 of gold certificates, the amount 
outstanding to-day being $98,070,000, 
against $104,000,000 on the lst of June. 
While the receipts and expenditures of the 
Treasury Department have kept “ neck- 
and-neck” during the momth, the expenses 
being quite heavy and the receipts slightly 
less than usual, the stated balance to-day 
is $26,420,415. Ofthis' amount $12,253,- 
000 is in subsidiary silver and minor coin 
and $11,921,000 in national bank depos- 
itories. 

This statement shows that the Treasury 
is provided with a good working currency 
belenee. so much so indeed that it is pos- 
sible to anticipate the interest due July 1. 
Treasurer Morgan says he is in a good con- 
dition to do this and only awaits the direc- 
tion of Secretary Carlisle to send out the 
interest checks. Many of these are now 
made out, auditis probable, should Secre- 
tary Carlisle decide to anticipate the July 
interest, that most of the checks could be 
prepared and sent out by the middle of 
next week. This would release $7,000,000 
now in the Treasury and put a like amount 
into active circulation in the businéss 
centres of the country. 


THE MANHATTAN’S LAST OHANOE. 





Must Accept One of the Propositions Or 
Be Left Out of the Bargain. 


“If the Manhattan Elevated Railroad 
Company does not accept either of the last 
two propositions made to it by the Rapid- 
Transit Commissioners, and so discharge 
its obligations to the people of the City of 
New-York, I shall be much disappointed. 
Icertainly am in hopes that. one of the 
propositions will be accepted, and I believe 
that we will get rapid transit out of it,” 
said Mayor Thomas F. Gilroy yesterday. 

“Bat,” the Mayor continued, and his 
tone became very positive and he empha- 
sized what he had to say with his clenched 
right hand, “if the Manhattan Company 
does not accept either proposition now 
made toit and so regard the interests of 
the people, the Rapid-Transit Commission- 
ers will never again be called together to 
consider any proposition that the company 
may have to make, and in the event of 
their refusal to accept one of the proposi- 
tions, I will, as long as I am in office, do all 
in my power to break down the monopoly 
of the Manhattan Company, and in this I 
en have the support of all the city offi- 
cials. 

“The propositions of the Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners are certainly fair for the 
company. It is wholly immaterial to me 
which one of the propositions the company 
accepts, whether it is the one proyiding for 
the payment to the city of 5 
the net earnings, with the deductions, the 
minimum payment to be $125,000 per 
year, or the proposition providing for the 
payment of $175,000in a lump sum an- 
nually. But unless one of them is accepted, 
negotiations with the company will end. 

‘There may be some little change in the 
details that may be suggested later, but, on 
the general proposition, this I regard as 
the final offer of the Rapid-Transit Com- 
missioners to the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad Company. 

“If one of the propositions is accepted, 
the money spent by the Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners will not have been spent in 
vain. The expenses of the commission up 
to this time are about $120,000, and this 
will be paid back to the city by the com- 
pany in the event of the acceptance of the 
Commissioners’ terms. Thatis one of the 
stipulations.” 

“What do you think of the route for the 
extensions laid out by the Commissioners?” 

“T believe that the plan will give usa sat- 
isfactory degree of rapid transit. The ex- 
tensions, in my opinion, will very mate- 
rially shorten the time between up town 
and down town, and, what I consider of 
vastly more importance, they will give every 
passenger a seat. Il regard that as a mat- 
ter more desirable to gain than the shorter 
time. 

*‘T have had the experience of riding up 
and down for many years, and when I can 
get a comfortable seat and a chance to read 
my paper on the | down, a few minutes’ 
difference in the time does not make so 
much odds. But when you have to stand 
up, packed in like sardines, in such weather 
as this, the time does make a very material 
difference: 

** As to the route in general, I think it a 
very good one. You know the Rapid- 
Transit Commissioners, who have been 
working on this matter for two years 
and a half, are better judges of the route 
than people who have only given it an 
hour or two of attention. The Rapid- 
Transit Commissioners indeed have worked 
hard and have reached as good a solution 
of the problem as seems possible now.” 

Rapid-Transit Commissioner Spencer and 
Lawyer John M. Bowers had a consulta- 
tion with the Mayor yesterday forenoon.

W. P. Callaghan of Otto E. Lohrke & Co. 
was standing near the pit with a bag of 
grain in one hand. Something hit the bag 
and knocked it to the floor. Its owner 
picked it up and turned around to see who 
had caused the mischief. 

John S. Taylor of the Starin Transporta- 
tion Company was sitting close by, and 
upon him Mr. Callaghan retaliated. He 
used what was left of the bag as a weapon, 
scoring once upon Mr. Taylor’s shoulders. 
Then up rose Mr. Taylor, seeking swift 
vengeance, and getting it in the shape of 
three counts on his adversary’s neck and 
head.

FIRED UPON HIS PURSUERS 


A WILD YOUTH FROM OHIOAGO 
WOUNDS TWO MEN. 





Caught Robbing Charles Berckofer’s Money 
Drawer—When Cornered in a Store He 
Draws a Pistol on Berckofer and Then 
Runs—Crowds Pursue Him Through 
Harlem Streets, but When Two Men 
Are Hurt by His Bullets They Keep 
Back—Caught After a Struggle. 


George Hanley, who is but sixteen years 
old, and whose home is in Chicago, created 
great excitement in the neighborhood of 
Third Avenue and One Hundred and Third 
Street, and incidentally shot a man and a 
boy last evening. Fortunately neither of 
them was seriously injured. 

Hanley has no home in this city. He was 
for two years a machinist’s apprentice. A 
week ago he came from Chicago, and that 
is all the police have learned about him. 

Last evening Hanley went into the shoe- 
maker’s shop of Charles Berckofer at 227 
East One Hundred and Third Street and 
bought a pair of shoelaces, He remained in 
the front part of the store while Berckofer 
went into the sitting room in the rear. In 
a few moments one of the shoemaker’s 
children came running into the room and 
cried, “Papa, that boy is robbing the 
money drawer.” 

Berckofer ran into the store and found 
the money drawer openand empty. Dur- 
ing the absence of the shoemaker, Hanley 
had sneaked behind the counter and had 
stolen a silver dollar out of the drawer and 
disappeared with the coin. Berckofer 
went out in search of him. 

Hanley meanwhile had gone into the 
lager beer saloon of August Weigand at 
229 East One Hundred and Third Street. 
There he was swaggering about with a re- 
volver in his hand, astonishing the people 
in the saloon with tales of what a bad man 
he was. When the shoemaker entered the 
saloon in pursuit of Hanley the latter raised 
his revolver, and, without a word, fired 
one shot at him. The bullet went whiz- 
zing by the shoemaker’s head, just grazing 
his leit ear and making an insignificant 
wound. The shoemaker was stunned 
by the pistol shot. Hanley ran out 
of the saloon and down One Hundred and 
Third Street to Second Avenue and up that 
avenue to One Hundred and Fourth Street. 
He was pursued by a crowd of several hun- 
dred persons, who shouted “Stop thief!” 
** Police!” &c. 

At One Hundred and Fourth Street the 
fugitive lad turned on his pursuers and 
tired two shots in rapid siccession into the 
crowd. 

Close in front of the Petes crowd was 
Anthony Weinkler, thirty years old, of 
1,987 Second Avenue, One of the bullets 
struck him in the left arm, causing a se- 
vere wound, The other bullet struck 
George Stephenson, twelve years old, of 
2,014 Second Avenue, in the right temple. 
It wasa glancing shot and did not pene- 
trate or fracture the sknlL 

The Sciue had brought the crowd to a 
halt, and Hanley, taking advantage of the 
lullin the pursuit, took to his heels again, 
reloading his revolver as he ran. 

_Patrick McEntee, a coal trimmer, of 345 

East One Hundred and, Fourth Street, 
heard the-firing and saw the crowd in pur- 
suit, and he joined in the chase. 
continued down One Hundred and Fourth 
Street to First Avenue. McEntee ran 
across the vacant lots at One Hundred 
and Fourth Street and First Avenue 
to head him off. McEntee says that 
Hanley fired two shots at him, neither of 
which, however, took effect. Hanley 
ran into the Harlem Market, at 
First Avenue and One Hundred and 
Fourth Street, followed by the crowd. 
In the market Mr. Mciintee overhauled 
him. McEntee caught hold of Hanley, and 
during the struggle both fell. Hanley still 
had the revolver, but was unable to use 
the weapon, as McEntee held his arms 
around him. 

While they were struggling on the 
——- Patrolman John Jose of the East 

ighty-eighth Street Station, who had been 
attracted to the scene by the firing and the 
pursuit, came up and secured the youthful 
desperado. He was taken to the police 
station and was locked up. The revolver 
with which he had done the shooting was 
secured, and on the person of. Hanley was 
found a handful of cartridges. 

Weinkler and Stephenson were taken to 
the Presbyterian Hospital in» an ambu- 
lance. The bullets were extracted and the 
wounds were found not to be of a serious 
nature. 


VICTIM OF THE FAITH OURE. 


Mrs. Lathrop’s Prayers Unavailing to Save 
the Life of Little Lizzie Freeman. 





Lizzie Freeman, the twelve-year-old 
daughter of Charles S. Freeman, a travel- 
ing salesman from Boston, died yesterday 
at 321 West One Hundred and Twelfth 
Street, without having had medical at- 
tendance. Deputy Coroner O’Hare made 
an investigation last evening, and found 
that the child was the victim of faith 
curists. ; 

The child had been left in the care of 
Mrs. Julia L. Hill, who lived at 109 West 
One Hundred and Third Street. She was 
taken sick June 5, but instead of calling in 
a regular physician, Mrs. Hill, who is said 
to be a disciplo of the faith cure, sent fora 
Mrs. Lathrop, a faith curist, of 55 West 
Fortv-second Street. to attend the child. 

Mrs. Lathrop said that the child had ton- 
silitis and prayed over the little girl, but 
gave herno medicine. The child’s throat 
was very much swollen, but she appeared 
to improve. June 9, after the child had 
been sick for five days, Mrs. Lathrop said 
that she was so much better that she could 
be removed, and Lizzie was taken to 321 
West One Hundred and Twelfth Street, to 
which place Mrs. Hill had removed. 

The child grew worse and yet no physi- 
cian was summoned. On Monday the 
child’s condition was alarming. She had 
several spells of vomiting. Mrs. Lathrop 
called several times and prayed for the 
child, but this did not appear to do the suf- 
fering little one any good. 

At noon yesterday she died. Dr. O’Hare 
is of the opinion that death was due to 
diphtheria. . 

An autopsy will be made to-day, and 
Coroner Schultze will hold an inquest.

Seven Persons Instantly Killed and Others 
Injured. 


St. Paut, Minn., June 21.—Lightning 
struck the first centre pole in the menag- 
erie of Ringling Brothers’ circus this after- 
noon while an exhibition was in progress, 
at River Falls, Wis. 

Seven persons were killed instantly and 
several were injured.

UNKNOWN BOY. 

The greatest excitement immediately 
arose. The rain was falling in sheets, and 
for a time little could be done except to 
wait for the storm to clear up. The cloth- 
ing of the dead was soaked through before 
they could be removed. 

Ringling Brothers and their employes 
did everything in their power to alleviate 
the condition of the wounded. 

The dead were taken down town and laid 
out upon the floor of the engine house, 


where they were, with the exception of 
the unknown boy, identified in afew min- 
utes after their arrival. 

‘One elderly gentleman, father of one of 
the dead, a handsome and intelligent young 
man, fainted. He was carried out of the 
engine house moaning piteously. 

The clothing on some of the dead was 
torn in shreds, while others presented 
almost no external evidences of the work of 
the lightning. 

The number of wounded is estimated all 
the way from ten to thirty. Most of them 
were taken home as soon as possible and 
are now doing well, 

The presence of mind of the Ringlings 
and their employes alone prevented a 
stampede, which undoubtedly would have 
been attended with great loss of life. 


WERTS LAW OONSTITUTIONAL. 


Sustained by New-Jersey’s Highest Court, 
but Prohibitionists Gain a Point. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 21.—The Court of 
Errors to-day decided that the Werts bal- 
lot-reform law is constitutional 

This was the conclusion reached after a 
lengthy argument made by Stephen B. 
Ransom, a prominent Prohibitionist, who 
was the appellantin a casein which he had 
been the defendant. It was a friendly suit 
brought by him and Daniel Black. 

Ransom was fined $25 for voting an un- 
official ballot. He brought suit to recover 
the penalty on the ground that the ballot 
law under which it had been imposed was 
unconstitutional. 

The matter was argued in the Supreme 





“Court, and Justice Reed decided that the 


voter could only erase from the official 


ballot the name of the candidate and noth- 
ing more. Justice Dixon rendered an 
averse opinion and held that the voter 
could take an official ballot and erase all 
the printed matter. 

This decision was not clear, and the 
matter was carried to the Court of Error 
and Appeals, and the argument was made 
to-day. .Mr. Ransom objected to the law 
because it is a limitation of'the rights of 
sufirage as guaranteed in the bill of rights 
in the Constitution, asit takes away from 
the citizen the right to deposit a ballot of 
his own selection. He also objected to the 
petition required before a atv can be 
recognized by the eléction officers. 

He held that it destroyed the secrecy of 
the ballot and disfranchised many citizens. 
He also argued on the point that divided 
the Supreme Court when the question 
was before it, the provision of the law 
which compels the name and the prin- 
ciples of the party to be printed on the 
ballot. This he designated as unconstitu- 
tional, because it compels the voter to sub- 
scribe to principles to which he may be 


oppose ; 2 
‘he court took action at once, deciding 
that the law is constitutional and voting 
to sustain the position of Justice Dixon 
that a voter can erase from an official bal- 
lot anything he pleases. This practically 
conceded the most important point made 
by the Prohibitionists, and they can vote 
now without securing official ballots by 
petitioning for them. 


HOW OOLE OAUGHT A STURGEON. 


Exciting Contest Between Man and Fish 
in Lake Ontario. 





Wotcott, N. Y., June 21.—Manley Cole 
of North Wolcott made a remarkable 
catch near the shore of Lake Ontario late 
yesterday afternoon. 

In company with Abraham Griswold and 
two other companions he was walking 
along the beach from Red Creek to Port 
Bay, when a large fish was observed float- 
ing on its back twenty rods out in the 
lake. It was thought to be dead, but its 
large size led Mr. Cole to desire its posses- 
sion. 

So, stripping off his clothes, he plunged 
into the water, thinking to tow the fish to 
land. As he drew near the fish, he noticed 
about four feet of rope dangling from its 
gills. He seized the rope and started to 
tow tne monster to shore, but the fish was 
not nearly so dead as it had seemed, and in 
an instant shot off in a direct line for the 
Canadian shore, dragging Mr. Cole after it. 

Mr. Cole, being a plucky man and a fine 
swimmer, made up his mind to hang to the 
rope.

PANIO-STRICKEN GIRLS LEAP FROM 
A FIRE-TRAP. 





G, w. Alexander’s Bookbindery Destroyed 
—Employes All Safe but Four, Who 
Jumped Four Stories, and One of These 
May Die—Girls Say the Fire Had Been 
Raging All Day and They Were Kept 
from Leaving—Told There Was No 
Danger—A Modest Hero. 


When the greatest crowds were surging 
along Sixth Avenue, between Fourteenth 
and Twenty-third Streets, yesterday after- 
noon the fire engines dashed up to the 
corner of Sixth Avenue and Eighteenth 
Street. At the same time, a few minutes 
before 5 P. M., the crowd in the street saw 
flames bursting from the windows of all 
the six stories of the brick building at 108 
West Eighteenth Street, occupied by George 
W. Alexander as a bookbindery. It was 
known that this building was a very bee- 
hive of industry and teemed with men, 
women, and girls. 

While the onlookers held their breath in 
suspense, expecting to witness again the 
harrowing scenes of the Hotel Royal fire, a 
a thing occurred'‘that caused them to break 
into hearty cheers. On the east side of the 
building, directly over a row of windows, 
is an iron-ladder file escape, extending 
from the roof down to the roof of a 
three-story building at 106 West Eight- 
eenth Street. 

Suddenly the windows over the ladder 
opened and three men sprang ont, one from 
each of the three upper floors. They ran 
down to the roof of the iower building, fol. 
lowed by a swarm of at least fifty girls and 
men, allof whom were assisted down the 
ladder by those who went first. When the 


last girl reached the roof in safety a puff 


of smoke, followed by fiercely-roaring 
flames, came from each window from which 
they had escaped. The rescued girls and 
men then crossed the roofs of 106, 104, and 
102 West Eighteenth Street, and, passing 
through a door in the roof, reached the 
street in safety. 

While this was going on a most harrow- 
ing scene had been enacted at the rear of 
the burning building, toward Seventeenth 
Street. The whole back of the building is 
covered witha balcony fire escape, yet four 
women took flying leaps from the fourth 
story, expecting to reach the main roof of 


Sheppard Knapp’s stable at 109 West Sev- 
enteenth Street. They all missed their cal- 
tulations and were seriously injured. 

Miss Annie Timmins, one of the jumpers, 
struck flat on her back on an extension shed 
at the rear of Knapp’s stables, rolled off the 
shed and struck a dog kennel, afterward 
falling to the ground. Michael W. Creamer, 
an old volunteer fireman, heard her fall and, 
finding her unconscious, carried her into 
the basement apartments of Mrs. Samuel 
Molloy at 110 West Seventeenth Street. 
Here it was said her spine was fractured. 
She was removed to the New-York Hos- 
pital, in Fifteenth Street, where her injuries 
were pronounced fatal.’ Her parents in 
Hunter’s Point and her aunt, with whom 
she lived at 251 West Twentieth Street, 
were notitied. 

Mary Fitzpatrick, whose address could 
not be Jearned, jumped at the same time. 
She fell into.the yard in therear of the 
stable of William Vogt at 107 West Sev- 
enteenth Street, and sustained severe in- 
ternal injuries. She was removed to the 
New-York Hospital. 

The third of the jumpers was Mrs. Han- 
nah Van Orden, forty-eight years of age. 
She also fell upon the shed in Knopp’s 
stable yard, and was severely injured. 
William Hayes and William Willetes re- 
moved her toa place of safety and after- 
ward to the hospital. 

Miss Mamy McNamara of 165 Avenue A 
was the lasttojump. She fell into Vogt’s 
stable yard and had a leg broken besides 
receiving internal injuries. She was also 
removed to the New-York Hospital, where 
last night all of those injured, except Miss 
Timmins, were said to be doing well. 

There were some thrilling rescues made 
on the fire escape in the rear of the build- 
ing. Daniel Connolly of 460 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, was one of the heroes. He 
dashed up the stairs from the Eighteenth- 
Street side to the fourth floor, where he 
found a Mrs. Donovan, fifty years of age, 
paralyzed with fear and trying to reach 
the fire escapes. Connolly instantly seized 
her, carried her to the tire escape, sprang 
upon it, and descended with her in safety 
to Vogt’s stable yard. He then threw off 
his coat, reascended the fire escape, and 
brought Annie Monoghan, a sixteen-year- 
old girl, to the ground. He made the trip 
several times, each time bringing a girl to 
safety. 

He then mingled with the crowd and 
disappeared in spite of all efforts to tind 


im. 

It was learned after the girls and men 
had escaped that there were sixty girls and 
thirty-five men working in the building, 
and that they were all accounted for. 

No attempt has been made to explain the 
origin of the fire. The same building was 
on fire day before yesterday, but the blaze 
was extinguished after doing about $100 
damage. This tire was among a lot of 
scrap cordage under the cellar stairs, 
but yesterday’s blaze broke out in the 

pee stock in the front basement. 

efore anybody had time to think, the 
flames were mounting skyward. Superin- 
tendent William Storm says he believes 
there must have been a smoldering spark 
left from the day before, which started 
this fire. Chief Engineer Campbell of the 
Seventh Battalion declares such a thing 
impossible. 

‘There are —— stories told about the es- 
cape of the girls onthe rear tire escape. 
Miss Mary Thorpe, an employe, says there 
had been a fire in the basement among the 
paper stock all day, and that Superintend- 
ent Storm and Foreman Brownsworth had 
been fighting it for hours. Once during 
the afternoon, when the smell of smoke be- 
came too strong on the upper tioors, the 
girls say they made a rush for the fire es- 
capes, but Brownsworth headed them off, 
told them there was no fire and no danger, 
and forced them to go back to work. 

Ten minutes later a great puff of black 
smoke came up the stairway, and the girls 
were again stampeded, this time reaching 
the tire escapes, and all, with the exception 
of the four who jumped, reached the ground 
in safety. 

William Wardell, a cutter, verifies the 
story that Foreman Brownsworth prevent- 
ed the girls from going down the fire éscape 
when they first tried, and says that they 
were told that there was no fire in the 
building, although at that moment Browns- 
worth knew there was a stubborn fire rag- 
ing in the basement. 

Herman Dobler, the engineer, also said 
that there was fire in the basement for 
some time before the alarm was given and 
that had Foreman Brownsworth allowed 
the girls to go when they first tried to 
none of them would have been injured. 

Miss Agnes Vogt, daughter of William 
Vogt, the owner of the stables directly in 
the rear, says she saw the girls when Io 
first came upon the rear fire escape. She 
says the men who came out of the third 
floor acted like brutes. She saw them sey- 
eral times shove the girls to one side, while 
they came out onthe escape and descended 
in safety to the ground. She says she 
thinks there was fire in the building for 
some time before the alarm was given, and 
that there would have been ample time for 
allin the building to escape in safety had 
they been allowed to go when they first 


wanted to.

During the conflagration a painful acci- 
dent occurred to Assistant Foreman Ter- 
ence Brennan of Hook and Ladder Truck 
No.3. The fall of a ladder gave hima 
severe cutover the eye and a contusion on 
the scalp. His wounds were dressed atthe 
New-York Hospital in West Fifteenth 
Street, and he went home, 

The building is almost a total loss. Mr. 
Alexander’s stock and machinery are abso- 
lutely ruined. The loss on the building 
will probably reach $50,000 and on the 
stock $75,000, both fully covered by in- 
surance. The building isowned by George 
Heyman, the mattress manufacturer, in 
Mott Street, near Canal. 

George Snedecar, the picture-frame deal- 
er at 110 West Eighteenth Street, next 
door to the burned building, lost $1,000 on 
stock, the damage being done by water 
and fallin timber. The tenants of the 
other neighboring bnildings sustained no 
damage. 

George W. Alexander has been burned 
out many times. Forty years ago, ona 
Christmas Eve, his establishment in the 
old Caxton Building, at Centre and Leon- 
ard Streets, was destroyed, a number of 
girls perishing in the fire. About eight 
years ago he was burned out at the Five 

oints, and four vears ago in the Century 
Building, on North Union Square. 

During yesterday’s fire there came near 
being a panic among the employes and 
petcyse on the Eighteenth Street side of 
B. Altman’s store. The doors were accord- 
ingly locked and all traffic turned toward 
the Sixth Avenue entrance.

St. PETERSBURG, June 21.—While the 
ancient Church of Romano, at Borisoglebsk, 
on the Volga, was crowded with pilgrims 
from all parts of Yaroslav, who had come 
to take part in the annual church proces- 
sion, a panic was caused by a false alarm of 
fire, which had been raised by thieves in 
order to facilitate their operations. 

When the firemen arrived, in answer to 
the tolling of an alarm by the sexton of 
the church, they found the door locked, 
Breaking it in, they witnessed a fearful 
sight. In the mad rush for the exit hun- 
dreds had been knocked down and stamped 
upon, while others had been suffocated by 
the pressure of the great throng of terror- 
stricken people. 

The bodies of 126 women and 10men 
were taken from the church. Nor was this 
the total number of victims, as several 
other persons had been killed and twenty 
fatally injured by leaping from windows 
30 feet from the ground. 





MAD DOG HUNTED WITH WATER. 


He Let a Crowd Drive.Him to a Station 
House, Where He Was Shot. 


**Oh, look at that dog, he is mad,” cried 
a boy to his playmates in Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, near Sixty-fifth Street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon about 4 o’cléck, as a black Scotch 
terrier camé running up the avenue with 
the saliva dripping from his mouth and 
snapping at everything he met. 

The boys scattered as the dog came up, 
and then they followed at asafe distance 


shouting ‘‘Mad dog, take care!” and 
threw sticks and other missles at the 
animal. He ranintoa doorway, and just 
as the boys came uphe dashed out, snap- 
ping viciously; but every boy dodged, and 
the dog again ran up the avenue. 

Patrick Farrell, an employe of the Street- 
Cleaning Department, saw the boys and 
the og. He seized a bucket ot water 
and dashed the contents over the dog, 
which became still more frightened and 
ran still faster. The number of boys and 
girls increased to a crowd, and several mep 
joined in the chase. Several brought cans 
of water which they also emptied upon the 
dog, who now and then turned and 
snapped at his pursuers. 

Farrell headed the animal off at Sixty- 
eighth Street, and drove it otf toward the 
Police Station House. The doors of the 
Station House stood wide open on account 
of the hot weather, andin dashed the dog 
presumably looking for protection. He rau 
right into the policemen’s sitting room in 
the rear, where sat the reserves playing 
dominoes and smoking. 

The howling of the mob, ‘Mad dog!” 
greeted their ears just asthe terrier rushed 
into their midst, and a bombshell falling 
into a bonfire would not send the burning 
embers flying in all directions faster than 
the dog made the officers scamper. No one 
was anxious for a bite in his calves. Pis- 
tols were drawn amidst cries of ‘‘Get out!” 
but not a shot was fired. 

‘the dog was more scared than any one 
else in the room, and crouched in a corner. 
One of the officers threw a rubber mat 
over the animal and entangled him in it, 
while Officer James Baldwin fired a shor 
into him and killed him instantly. Thus 
ended the life of poor doggie without any- 
one knowing for a certainty whether he 
was really mad or not. 

‘There was a case of mad dog earlier in 
the same neighborhood at 1:30 o’clock in 
the morning. A mancame to the station 
house and said there was a mad dog at 86

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SENATOR STANFORD IS DEAL 


THE END CAME SUDDENLY AT HIS 
PALO ALTO RESIDENOE. 





Found Lifeless in His Bed by His Vale 
After an Unusually Active Day—He 
Had Been in Danger of Apoplectic At- 
tacks for a Long Tirf®—He Refused to 
Have an Operation Performed and Was 
Apparently Improving Under His Physi- 
cian’s Treatment. 


MENLO Park, Cal., June 21.—United 
States Senator Leland Stanford died early 
this morning. He passed away peacefully 
at his residence, Palo Alto. 

Senator Stanford was in the best of 
spirits yesterday. Hetooka drive around 
his stock farm and seemed as well as ever. 
He retired soon after 10 o’clock, and at 
1:25 o’clock this moruing his valet, 
going into the Senator’s bedroom, dis- 
covered that he was dead. It had been 
evident for some time that Senator 
Stanford’s death was a question of but 
a short time. -His symptoms were apo- 
plectic and his weight was increasing 
alarmingly. There was a stiffness about 
his limbs that made locomotion an exceed- 
ingly difficult task. His body was fast be. 
coming too heavy for his limbs to support 
He could take only the slightest exercise. 

Six months ago the Senator sent for Dr, 
Curtis of San Francisco. The doctor pre 
scribed heroic treatment, but the Senator 
was not ready to undergo drastic methods 
for the reduction of flesh and the restora. 
tion of his waning strength. His apoplec. 
tic symptoms increased and his situation

became such as to create serious alarm. 
About six weeks ago it was found neces- 
sary to impose a severely plain diet upon 


the Senator, and since that time his sole 
food had consisted of fried hashed meat, 
with hot water asthe only liquid accom- 
paniment. 

The Senator rigidly adhered to the severe 
requirements of the physician, and it 
seemed for atime that its results were 
beneticial and might possibly effect a per- 
manent cure. The Senator expressed him- 
self 2s much encouraged, and looked for- 
ward hopefully to the time when he could 
devote himself with renewed energy to 
public atfairs and to the completion of 
certain educational and other benevolent 
enterprises that were very near to his 
heart. But his strength was not suffi- 
ciently great to respond to the demands 
uponit. Its fundamental weakness sud- 
denly manifested itself and he passed 
quietly away. : 

At 4:24 A. M. a special train bearing 
Charles Lathrop, Mrs. Stanford’s brother, 
left San Francisco, arriving here at 5:36. 
A carriage awaited him at the station, and 
he was driven rapidly to the Stapford res- 
idence, which is situated about a mile and 
e half from the station. 

From anearly hour this morning tele- 
graphic messages of sympathy poured in 
upon Mrs. Stanford, and each incoming 
train was filled with personal friends, 
Southern Pacitic Railway officials, and 
those who had been intimately. associated 
with the Senator in his many affairs. Five 
high Southern Pacific otiicials were among 
those who arrived from San _ Francisco— 
Managers A. N. Towne, J. A. Fillmore, and 
H. F. Huntington, Auditor and Controllex 
Lansing, and Mr. Schwerin. 

A profound hush has settled over the 
beautiful grounds and buildings of the 
Stanford estate. The body of the Senator 
lies in his bedroom up-stairs with a peace- 
ful smile on his face, which has a peculiar- 
ly life-like appearance. Mrs. Stanford, 
with her brother and niece, Mrs. I. R. Tay- 
lor, are still keeping vigil at the bedside. 
No detinite arrangements have yet been 
made regarding the funeral, but it will be 
from the chapel at the university, prob- 
ably on Saturday at 1 o’clock. Death re- 
sulted from heart failure. Mrs. Stanford, 
though overcome by the shock, bears up 
wonderfully and moves about directing all 
the arrdngements with firmness. 

The Senator's will. which was drawn up 
at the time the college at Palo Alto was 
built, is now in the hands of his attorney 
and its contents can only be a matter of 
conjecture. Mr. Gage, in speaking of the 
matter, said: 

**While Ihave no positive information 
regarding the terms of Senator Stanford’s 
will, I can give a general idea of how he in- 
tended to dispose of his estate. I spoke 
with him many times in a contidential 
way, and thereby learned that his para- 
mount ambition was to live long enough to 

erpetuate the university, and I am posi- 
ive that the bulk of his property has been 
devoted to that noble project. As to the 
value of his estate, I am unable to give ac- 
curate figures, but it will run anywhers 
from $40,000,000 to $60,000,000.” 

It was the expressed view of his late as- 
sociates in the management of his railroad 

roperties that the death of Senator Stan- 
for will have little ettect in the policy or 
administration of the affairs of the railroad 
company. 

** While the death of Senator Stanford 
came as a surprise to me, I must say it was 
not unexpecied,” said Mr. Huntington. 
“We have known for months that the end 
was near, but were rather shocked at 
the suddenness of the sad news. The first 
intelligence we received was through the 
papers, and later on this morning private 
telegrams aftirmed the sad tidings. I do 
not anticipate that the death of the Senator: 
will have any direct effect in the conduct 
of our affairs, for since his retirement he 
has taken very little interest in the cor- 
poration’s business. He was too ill or too 
engrossed with political atfairs, and gladly 
let those at the helm assume the responsi- 
bility. In fact, I think that his retirement 
came as a relief. I know nothingof the 
Senator’s will, and lam at sea regarding 
the disposition he has made of his railroad 
shares. It matters not how he has dis- 
posed of the stock, for the controlling in- 
terest will remain where it is at present.” 





LELAND STANFORD’S SUCCESSOR, 


Markham Will Probably Appoint 
Justice Fitzgera'd Senator, 


Gov. 


San FRANCISCO, June 21.—The death of 
Senator Leland Stanford has been dis- 
counted by the politicians for months, and 
there is reason to believe that Gov. Mark- 
ham has his man for the successorship 
pickedout. The Legislature is Democratic, 
but its session has already expired, and 
the Governor can be relied upon not to call 
it together agaih. The man appointed will 
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serye through almost the whole of the 
Fifty-third Congress, as the next Legisla- 
ture will rot meet until January, 1895. 

Astory was published to-day to the éffect 
that Gov. Markham would resign and allow 
Lieut. Gov. Reddick to appoint him Sena- 
tor. Unfortunately, the State Constitu- 
tion does not permit the Governor to be- 
come a United States Senator during his 
term. The beliéf among the best-informéd 
politicians is that Justice Fitzgerald, 
of the State Supreme Court will be the 
man. Fitzgerald is an intimate friend of 
Gov. Markham, was his partner in Los An, 

eles, placed him in nomination before th 

epublican State Convention, and wa 
appointed by him to his present 

osition. His selection is said to 

ave. been agreed upon by the aso- 
called Republican triangle, consisting of 
Gov. Markham, the State boss, Daniel 
Burns, and Irwin C. Stump, late Chairman 
of the Republican State Central Commit- 
tee. It is believed that partof the under- 
standing is that when the next Legislature

THE SENATOR’S WASHINGTON LIFE. 


and Mrs. Stanford’s Entertainments 
and Deeds of Charity.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Senator and 
Mrs. Stanford’s life in this city was natur- 
ally a very prominent one. They came here 
eixht years ago, when the shadow of their 
great grief over the loss of their only child, 
Leland Stanford, Jr., whose death occtirred 
two years previously at Florence, Italy, 
was still over them. His parents were 
traveling with him in ltaly, and staying a 
While in Rome, when symptoms of fever 
devéloped. He was at once taken to Flor- 
énce, where, despite all that the best med- 
ical science of Europe could direct, hé soon 
died. 

The first part of their siay in this city 
the Stanfords occupied the old Beverly 
Johnson annex of the Arlington. They 
afterward Jeased the house 1,701 K Street, 
and, having made many changes and im- 
provements in it, have lived in it since 
whenever they were here. 

After Mrs. Stanford laid aside her deep 
mourning she entertained every Winter in 
most sumptuous style. Her dinners were 
always notable events, aud perhaps no 
banquet in this city has ever exceed- 
ed in elegance the , dinner given in 
honor of President and Mrs. Harrison. 
The two ladies were much attached. While 
nothing was spared on these special occa- 
sions to do honor to distinguished 
guests, the elaborate preparations made 
ior Mrs. Stanford’s afternoon recep- 
tions each Winter were no less marked. 
The humblest visitor was made as welcome 
as the most favored, and the resources of 
the entire establishment were at the pleas- 
ure of the great throng of people who al- 
Ways came. Senator Stauford always 
made it a rule to get home from the Senate 
early on these days, and took the same in- 
terest in seeing the crowds of strangers 
enjoying what he had to offer them as if 
he had a personal acquaintance with each. 

Last Winter Senator and Mrs. Stanford, 
being in mourning, did notentertain. They 
also omitted their usual annual dinner to 
the Senate pages. At these dinners Mrs. 
Stanford provided gifts for the boys—gold 
scarf pins, etc.—and gave them the very 
best time she could. Another Winter féte 
out of the common was thé lunch and gifts 
of money, gloves, ete., for the telegraph 
and messenger boys, who probably went 
more frequently to the Stanford house 
than to any other in this city. 

At Christmas the Senator gave every 
page a five-dollar gold piece. _ 

Both the Senator and his wife were lib- 
eral givers to charity. Every orphan 
asylum and charity hospital in W —e. 
ton was remembered at Christmas by a li 
eral check. : 

Mr. Stanford thonght Washington the 
prettiest city in the world, and often 
talked of the development that he himself 
had observed since he came here to live. 
He <r no real estate here, except his 
stable on L Street, near Eighteenth, Two 
years ago he enlarged his residence by the 
addition of a dining room, and Mrs. Stan- 
ford felt more than repaid after their first 
reception by the satisfaction it gave her 
husband to have a dining room nearly as 
large as he had at home in California— 
giving plenty of room for everybody. 





CAREER OF A SELF-MADE MAN. 


Began Life by Selling Horse Radish and 
Ended with a Fortune of $50,000,000. 


In the death of Leland Stanford, California 
loses one of its foremost citizens, whose energy, 
foresight, and wealth contributed largely to the 
prosperity of the State. 

Leland Stanford was born in Watervliet, Al- 
bany County, N. Y., March 9,1824. In 1720 his 
ancestors settled in the Mohawk Valley.. He 
lived on a farm with his parents, attending 
school in Winter and doing farm work in 8um- 
mer. Asa boy he gave evidence of his faculty 
for money getting. He once said to a friend, 
after he had acezmulated millions in money: 

“The first money lever earned was when I 
was about six years old. Two of my brothers 
and myself gathered a load of horseradish from 
the garden, and washed it clean. I did most of 
the scrubbing, for I was the youngest; then we 
took it to Schenectady and sold it for 6 York 
shillings. LIreceived 2 shillings for my share 
and feit very proud of it. Two years later we 
boys had gathered alot of chestnuts. Father's 
hired man camefrom Albany and said chest- 
Luts were selling high. We took our chestnuts 
lo Aibany and sold them for $25. In those days 
grown wen were working for 2 shillings a day.” 

At tweuty years of age young Leland studied 
law, and im 1849 was admitted to the bar, and 
removed to Port Washington, Wia., to practice 
his profession. In 1852 he lost his law library 
by tre, and determined to seek his fortune in 
California with his brothers, Who were on the 
Pacitic coast. The Stanford brothers then had 
a mercantile bouse in Sacramento, with branch- 
es in the leading mining camps. Leland was 
placed in charge of the branch at Michigan 
}ilutfs, Placer County. and remained there four 
yeurs. 

in 1860 he was a delegate to the Chicago 
Convention which nominated Abraham Lin- 
¢oli tor President. in 1861 Stanfofd was 
hhominated for Governor of California, and was 
siccted by ao plurality of over 23,000 votes. 
He was a Republican then and remained one. 
In his inaugural address he discussed the necés- 
sity for a Paociiic railroad. before 180, the 
rich silver strike had been made in Nevada 
known as the Comstock Lode. Many searchers 
for wéalth were attracted to the new mines, 
and large quantities of supplies were transport- 
ed over the Sierras by wtle and ox teams, 
Staniord saw that a monopoly of this business 
couid be secured by the construction of &@ rail- 
road over the mountains. He consulted with 
c. P. Huntington, Charles Crocker, and Mark 
Hopkins concerning the railroad project. They 
were merchants In Sacramento at that time. 
They decided to build the road, and July 1, 
1861, the railroad company was incorporated; 
in July, 1864, the first thirty miles were 
graded. 

* We knew that the only competitors of a rail- 
road would be the mule and ox teams then 
used, and therefore would be able to charge 
rates for transportation which would justify 
the construction of the road,” Stanford said in 
alter years. 

The last spike of the road was driven at 
Promontory Point, Utab, May 10, 1869. On re- 
tiring from the Gubernatorial chair Mr. Stan- 
ford abandoned politics for a tine, saying: * I 
would rather build the Central Pacific Road 
than be President.” 

Stanford's, Hopkins's, Huntington’s,and Crock- 
er’s net cash earnings from their road in fifteen 
yeurs were estimated at $20,000,000, And 
they acquired property in addition worth mil- 
ions. 

As President of the Pacific Road Stanford 
superintended its construction over the mount- 
@ 118, building 530 miles in 293 days. From that 
t me on everything that he touched in business 
seciued to turn to gold.

COMPLICATED FISH OASE. 


Question Whether a Waitén Man Has Oit- 
witted Gate Protector Walley. 


WALTON, N. Y., June 21:—An interesting and 
complicated casé involving & Vidlation of thé 
State fish law, which proliibite the spearing of 
eels and suckers, will be settled by a jury trial 
in Cannoneville to-morrow. 

One night last week John Dennis, Joseph 
Emerson, and Fredéri¢k Steadman of Trot 
Creek provided théméelvés with a torch and 
two 66] &pedra and started out for a night’s fish- 
ng. The law, which allows fish in streams to 
be caught only with a hook and line, is ootisid- 
ered unjust by al) the fishermen in this neighbor- 


hood, for eels and suokers do not readily bite on 
a hook, and speafing by night is much more ex- 
citing than fishing with @ hook. 

The three fishermen speared a good lot of 6els 
and suckers and the next day showed thom to a 
number of persons. A oitizen of Trous Creek 
being shocked by the wholesale slaughter, went 
to Cannonsvilie and entered a complaint to 
Game Protector Seth Walley, who at oncé went 
fo Trout Brook and subpwnaed Steadman and 
Emerson, with a view to making ont @ case 
against Dennis. The witnesses were takén be- 
iore Justice Constable and sufficient evidence 
was obtained to prasvesiis insure a conviction 
for miedemeanof and the recovery of a penalty 
in 8 civil action. } : 

The game law provides as to Or ger 
that courts of Special Sessions held by the 
Justices of the Peacé have jurisdiction over 
criminal offenses, and it alwo -provides that 
actions for penalties may be brought in thé 
name of the people of the State on order of the 
Chief Protector or by direction of any of the 
Commissioners, and also that an action may be 
maintained by an individual One-half the 
— recovered in a civil action goes to the 

tate, and the other half is retained by the pro- 
teotor or individual who brings the action. 

John Dennis, realizing that he was in a fix, 
determined that Game Protector Walléy should 
make nothing by his infringement of the law. 
With this end in view he and his brother Will- 
iam came to this place and appeared before 
Justice Sewell. William then charged his 
brother with violation of the law, A warrrnt 
was isstied, atid Dennié was artested, tried, 
and, on his plea of guilty, was fined $10. 

The brother then filed a coiiplaint in the civil 
action to recover the penalty before the Justice. 
John joinéd issue by putting in & general aenial. 
Upon the testimony of several witnesses the 
Justice fined the defendant $100 and costs. A 
judgment was rendered to that effect, which 
has been paid. One-half the fine was paid to 
William, Dennis thus keeping it in the family. 

When the brothers returned home Game Pro- 
tector Walley, who was in ignorance of the 
little side game, arrested John Dennis and took 
him before Justicé Constable at Cannonsville. 
At the defendant's request the case was post- 

oned until to-morrow. A day or two ago Mr. 

valley came to this place and learned for the 
first time what the two brothers had done. He 
says that the whole proceéding was illegal: 
The question now agitating every one about 
here is whether Mr. Walley will be able to get 
any of the money he saw almost within his 
grasp when he secured the evidence against 
John Dennis.

DO TO HANDLE THE. TRAFFIO. 





World’s Fair Visitors Increasing in a Rapid 
Ratio—The Bulk of the Passengers Comes 
from the East—Director General Davis's 
Powers Increased—The Directory Lop- 
ping Off Necdless Expenses—Starting of 
the Big Ferris Wheel Yesterday—Open- 
ing of the German Wine Exhibit. 


~ CHICAGO, June 21.—Strangers are pouring into 
the city by thousands from every direction, and 
80 greatis tne rush to the World’s Fair that 
while in some cases the baggage department 
forces have been increased threefold and the 
baggageroom in proportion, it is as much as the 
roads Gan do to handle the enormous traffic. A 
distinct fedturé is the tremendotis rush of 
Européan travél. 

So great is the traffic already that at the Polk 
Street, Grand Central, Illinois Central, Union, 
ana other big stations trains are arriving in sec- 
tions of nine to eléven coacliés each, as large or 
larger than the average passenger trains, the 
sections numbering from two ap to five. The 
heaviest rush seems to be from tie East, and 
the fact that incoming and outgoing trains 
oarry aboutan 6qual number of people argues 
that it is a steady Worla’s Fair crowd that is 
being handled. 

Hereafter Col. Davis will bé Diréctor General 
of the World’s Fair in fact as weil 4s name. 
The Looal Directory at its meeting to-day in the 
Rand-MeNally Building awardea to Col. Davis 
the full powers of his position, and will also 
eleot Director of Works Burnham as Col. 
Davis's executive officer. This action will 
gréatiy simplify matters of business deétail. 
Heretofore Director General Davis derived his 
authority from the National Committee, and the 
Local Directory has declined to give the Director 
General the powers he desired. The Directory 
also decided to abolish the many committees 
now in charge of affairs and to concentrate 
their duties in the hands of the Council of Ad- 
ministration. 

Thé général purpose of the Directors’ action 
isto maké a réduction in tle running expenses 
of the fair, ana to do away with the surplusage 
of “cooke’’ and the incidental clashing of author- 
ity. The Director General, howevér, will still 
continue to be subject to orders of the Council 
of Administration, which consists of two local 
Directors and two national Commissioners. 

Midway Piaisance was a moving mass of hu- 
manhity this afternoon when the revolving crea- 
tion of George Washington Gale Ferris of Pitts- 
burg, Penn,, started first for the 5,000 invited 
guests and then for thousands of éxposition 
visitors who had been patiently waiting to take 
aridein the great circié of steel andiron. It 
Was agreat day for the civilenginesring pro- 
fession in general and Inventor Ferris in par- 
ticular. Everybody among the 5,000 invited 
persons of more or less prominence was eclevat- 
ed slowly to a height of 250 feet. and by a grad- 
ual motion lowered through space to the five 
platforms. Nobody was afraid to get on board 
the thirty-six cars, of forty seate each, but some 
of the women, and men too, experienced a disa- 
greeable sensation in the motion of the wheel, 
a made them resolve not to go up and down 
again. 

Germany's wine exhibit in the Department of 
Viticulture was opened this afternoon at 4 
o’clock. Imperial Commissioner Wermuth de- 
livered & brief address describing vitioulture in 
Germany, and dilated upon the methods pur- 
sued by wine growera of Germany to produce 
the Wises for which the country is famous.

CHEAPER FARES DEMANDED. 





A Movement for Securing Them to Be 


Started in Kansas. 


TopEKA, Kan., June 21.—Gov. Lewelling has 
returned from the Columbian Exposition, and 
to-day expressed his opinion that the fair 
would be a financial failure unless the railroads 
made a one-fare rate for the round trip. He ex- 
pressed himself very devidedly upon this matter, 
claiming that the railway companies were 
making a mistake, especially as they are now, 
advertising half rates to Cleveland 

Lieut. Gov. Daniels this afternoon made a 
demand upon the Governor that a convention 
of Governors be called, to include the States 
of Iowa, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Minnesota, 


Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Colorado, Texas 
and the Northwestern States and Territories, 
for the purpose of making a foriwwal demand for 
such reductions. Gov. Lewelling was opposed 
to the idea, on tife ground that the answer of 
Gov. Pennoyert to Secretary Gresham might be 
returned by the railway olticials. He, however, 
consented to consider the matter, and act if he 
could obtain thé countenance of other Govern- 
ors. Lieut. Gov. Daniels declared that he 
would carry his demands to the state Legisia- 
tures, where he would work for a reduction of 
passenger ratés, which he favored in any case, 
He said his party was with him in this. 

It is certain that the citizens of the West have 
been educated by the railway companies to ex- 
pect cheaper rates on a)! oocasions like this, and 
they resent the present action of the passenger 
agents regardless of party lines. In this State 
aud in Nebraska the feeling is so intense that 
the Legislatures are likely to take action that 
may prove disastrous to the railway companies.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN KANSAS. 

The Head of the Republican State Com- 

mittee Declares Against It. 





TOPEKA, Kan., June 21.—J. M. Simpson, 
Chairman of the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, this évening announced his opposition 
to the equal-suffrage amendment to the Consti- 
tution. He said: F

THE NUISANCES OF PARK ROW 
AND BAXTER STREET, 


One Man Killed Last Year After Reftsing 
to Buy Goods—Life Made a Burden to 
Pedestrians by the Muscular and Per- 
sistent ‘ Pullers-in ”—Blows 
When People Resist Their Appeals— 
Many Arrests Are Made, but Few Cases 
Are Pressed—Origin of the Term. 


Common 


Within the past ten months one man has been 
killed and anothér badly pounded and kicked 
by the “ pilliers-in’’ who make life almost un- 
bearable to pedestrians whose business compels 
them to passthrough Baxter Street and that 
portion of Park Row between Baxter and Worth 
Streets. Scores of persons have also been mal- 
treated by the mén who figuré on the sidewalks 
&s salesmen for the clothing, hat, and shoe 
dealers who have stores in that vicinity, and 
yetin ali that time not one of the assailants has 
been successfully prosecuted. 

Referring to the subjeot yesterday afternoon 
Disttict Atorney Nicoll said to a reporter for 
THE New-York TIimMEs: 

“Tam heartily in favor of having that nui- 
sancé down there stopped. I have read many 
accounts of the roughness of the ‘ pullérs-in,’ 
and I think something should be done to drive 
them off the walk. While I cannot take any 
official action in thé premises, Iam willing to 
co-operatein any movement which will give that 
protection to persons passing through those 
streets, to which they aré entitled. fhe ‘pull- 
érs-in,’ as they are described, should be com- 
pelled to remain inside the stores.” 

Many complaints have béén made of late 
about the brutality of these clothing house 
salesmen, but until Monday none of them was 
arrested. This particular oasé, which caused 
District Attorney Nicoll to express himself in 
the manner stated, was disposed of by dismiss- 
ing the defendant. 

It appears that Thomas Rowland, a native of ‘ 


Hudson City, who has been working at his 
trade as a bricklayer in this city for some time, 
left his work about 3 o’clook Monday afternoon, 
and af 4 o’clock was Strolling by Harris Cohen 
«& Brothers’ store at the corner of Baxter Street 
and Park Row. A ‘** puiler-in”’ grabbed him and 
triéd to pull himinto the store. Rowland rée- 
sisted, but halfa dozen moré of the sidewalk 
salesmen managed at last to drag him in. He 
refused to buy anything. and then they uncere- 
moniously pitched him into the street. He saya 
that they then punched him and kicked him 
until he was badly bruised and cut. 

Some one notified Policeman Joseph Devlin, 
who was at the corner of Mott Street, and, when 
he reached the scene, Rowland pointed out the 
man who had pulled himin. When Devlin went 
into the store to verify Kowland’s statements, 
the elder Cohen and his men gathered around 
him. Cohén ordéréd him out, but he refused to 
go. He says that Cohen then abused him, and 
ordered his mén to pitch him out. Devlin made 
&@ stubborn resistance, Coben meanwhile crying 
out that he had influence enough to break him, 
or have him transferred. 

Devlin did not Gaptura the man who assaulted 
Rowland, but he did get another “ paller-in,” 
Jacob Harris,and he preferred a cliarge of 
felonious assault against him. The case came 
up for trial in the Tombs Court Tuesday before 
Justice Ryan. Harris Cohen, the elder of the 
brothers, was in court with an array of wit- 
nesses, and they all swore that the trouble was 
caused by aman who stole something from a 
fruit stand in front of the store. A crowd 
gathered, and when Devlin appeared he was 
requested to chase the crowd away, but hé re- 
fused, and then became abusive. He closed 
the scene by arresting Harris. As Rowland 
failed to appear in court, and as the evidence 
was conflicting, Justice Ryan dismissed the 
case. 

On Sept. 3 last Isaac Barnett, a “ puller-in” 
for 8am Williams at 4 Baxter Street, grabbed 
Thomas C. Cowles, a printer, and tried to get 
him intothe store, Cowles resisted and Barnett 
hit him on the jugular vein. Cowles tuppled 
over and died in a few minutes. Barnett flea, 
but gave himself up the next moruing. He 
claimed that Cowles tripped and fell, breaking 
his neck. Barnett was tried twice in the Court 
of General Sessions and each time the jury dis- 
acreed. He is now out on bonds and will prob- 
ably never have to face a jury again on the old 
count. 

What isa “puller-in’’? The best définition 
can be given in the following brief remiinia- 
cence. About forty years ago the original 
Harris Cohen established 4 second-hand cloth- 
ing store at the corner of Baxter Street and 
Park Row, (then Chatham Street.) That part 
of the olty at that time was in the hey-dey of 
its glory. The atreets were thronged with men 
and women day and night, and Coben conceived 
the idea of having his salesmen stand at the 
doors when business was dull and invite 
passers-by to enter. Gradually they en- 
croached upon the sidewalks and made 

ersonal appeals to strangers. Bet at 
ast Cohen, the patriarch of his family, 
died, and his son, Harris Cohen, stepped into 
his shoes. He was energetic, and he conceived 
the idea of replacing thé salesmen on the walk 
by young men with winning voices, cajoling 
manners, and & superdabundance of muscle.

Then cxume complaints from drunken mén and 
strangers who had been assaulted, for these 
young salesmen belonged and even to-day do 
belong to numerous athletic clubs in the ward. 
They would just as soon fight as eat. But 
though complaints were made, there are only a 
few instances of arresta. 

Harris Cohen, the second, became something of 
@ power in the Sixth Ward during thé daysof his 
greatest success, but a few years ago he was in- 
duced to buy a atable of selling platers. Horse 
racing became his hobby and he failed. At 
présent he is living with bis father in-law on 
condition that he has nothing to do with the 
race tracks. Two of bis relatives reopened the 
store under the uwame of Harris Cohen & 
Brother, and they have conducted the business 
since. 

A TIMES reporter walked through Baxter 
Street yesterday afternoon and saw a dozen 
men buttonholed, and in some instances the 
victims actually accepted the rough invitation 
of the spiders. Suddenly a policeman appeared 
at thé corner of Worth Street, and no company 
of infantry ever obeyed the order “to the rear, 
backward march,” with better precision than 
did these salesmen, as they moved back upon 
the thresholds of their stores. ; 

Capt. Slevin says that there is no truth in the 
statement that Cohen has any influence with 
the police. ‘* For my part,” he said, “I wonld 
like nothing better than to get evidence enouch 
to land é6omé of these ‘ pullers-inin’ prison. The 
sole difficulty lies in the fact that complainants 
will not go to court and push the compisints”

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PUR CORDAGE REORGANIZATION 


REPORT ON PLANS FOR OCONTINU- 
ING THE BUSINESS. 





A New Company Suggested by the Com- 
mittee on Reorganization—Causes That 
Led to the Receivership—To Raise Money 
to Meet Debts Mortgage Bonds to About 
$6,000,000 Must Be Issued—Increase 
in the Stock Recommended—Financial 
Report—The Committee Hopeful. 


/ George C. Magoun, Ernst Thalmann, and 
‘Gustav H. Gossier, the Committee on Re- 
organization of the National Cordage Companr, 
yesterday made public the plan upon which 
they have agreed. Its main points had leaked 
out, but no approach to a detailed statement 
had previously been obtained. 

One or two statements aboutthe company 
are not directly made in the committee's report. 
One is that the resignations of all the Directors 
are in the committee’s hands. Some of them 
will be accepted. Another current rumor is 
that the resignations will involve the cutting off 
of many large salaries paid to persons who 
sold their plants to the trust. 

The committce reports that the chief impedi- 
ment to the financial success of the company 
has been a lack of adequate working capital, 
which “did not present itself as a practical 
difficulty to the stockholders or Directors so 
long as the commercial and financial markets 
remained in a normal condition, except that it 
has obviously increased the company’s ex- 
penses, and, to a certain extent, diverted the 
attention of the ofticers and Directors from the 
management of the manufacturing business of 
the company.” Prosperity and experiments, 


it is addgd, induced a scale of expenditures 
which may be avoided in future. 

Of the incidents leading to the receivership 
the report says: 

“ Special conditions of the money market, well un- 
derstood by ail parties in interest, confronted tuis 
company about Muy 1, 159% At this time of the 
year siwoks Ol merchandise in this basiness are al- 
ways largest; the distributiag season for binder 
twine has just arrived. Large amounts of money were 
reguirea to ship this twine and to sell it on time 
paymeate; the company was more extended than at 
any other period of the whoie year, and the most act- 
ive season for all the other products of the company 
Was settling in. At this time, therefore, when the 
company most needed large amounte of capital, the 
condition of the money market made it impossible 
for the Board of Directors of the National Cordage 
Compagy to lind suilicient capital for the renewal of 
maturing obligations. 

**Unmder these prevailing conditions, the sale of 
additional preferred stock, as approved by the Board 
of Directors in a resolution dated April 29, 1893, 
was also found to be impracticable. whe emergency 
thus created called for prompt and radical action. 
‘Therefore, on May 4, 1508, it was decided by the 
Directors and various creditors and stookhvulders of 
the company thai thecompany must be put in the 
hands of the receivers, to protect alike the interests 
of creditora and steckholders.”’ 

In ite deliberations the Reerganization Com- 
mittee had the assistance of the Presidents of 
three large banks, who acved as an advisory 
committees. It put accountants upon the books 
ofthe company und began an investigation of 
the condition of the plants. The latter investiga- 
tion is not yet concluded, but the importance 
ot keeping the bueiness going by a prompt re- 
organization ig so greatusto induce the com- 
IMittee not to await its completion before 
recommending action by stockholders and 
creditors. 

According to its books, the truet’s plants pro- 
duced 43,411,725 pounds of cordage and twine 
in the year ending Oct 31, 1890; 74,704,835 
in the year ending Oct. 31, 1891; 130,314,931 
in the year ending Oct. 31, 1892, and 80,757,- 
197 pounds in the six months ending April 30, 
18935. The report says further: 

“ As to the present financial condition of the com- 
pany, the accountants’ preliminary report shows 
that the book vaiue of all assets (after writing olf 
the amounts recommended by the committee) 
amounts to $25,732,517.59, and thas the liabilities 
{exclusive of capital stock) amount to $11,986,- 
417.71. Among these assets are included tweuty 
milis and plants, all going concerus, of which eight 
are held uuder lease from the security corporation. 
Tie transaction of increasing the common stock 
from $10,000,0U0 to $20,000,000, as shown by the 
records of the company, has not yet been carried 
into the books of account. When this shali have 
been done, au increase in the book value of assets 
Will be shown. 

“The books and accountants’ statement show that 
dividends were deviared and paid to stockholders as 
follows: For the year ended Novy. 1, 1891, $1.300.- 
O0UU; for the year ended Nov. 1, 1892, $1,450,000; 
for the six months ended May 1, 1893, $800,0U0. 

“‘“he commitiee have not thought it advisable to 
attempt tv state a profit and loss account tor the 
past six months, because this would invoive a stop- 
page of the business of the various mills for the pur- 
pose of taking av inventory, aud because a detailed 
examination of the books of thegvarious concerns 
would involve afurther delay of several weeka in the 
proposed reorganization, and because the present, 
and perhaps temporary. low price of raw materiais 
woulu probably not fairly represent at the mo 
ment the real condition of the company. As @ mat 
ter of abundant precaution, however, the committee 
has recommended a reduction of the book estimate 
of the value of merchandise assets and other items 
to the extent of $1,501,000, which represents a re- 
duction iu value accruing since the end of the last 
fiscal year and especially since the appointment of 
receivers. They wade this redaction before reach- 
ing the figures which they have hereinbefore stated 
as approximately representing the condition of the 
con pany. 

“he committee finds on examination of the ac. 
counts that prior to October, 1891, sundry opera- 
tions in merehandise of a more or less speculative 
character, and not likely to occur again, were made, 
which resulted in iogs to the company. it is due, 
however, to state that some of the Direciora who ad- 
vocated such transactions, voluntarily made good 
the lose so sustained at about the time it occurred, 
60 thatthe compauy itself has not been the loser 
thereby. The commitiee do not tind that any funds 
of the company have been employed in any stock or 
other speculations other than those above men- 
tioned, 

The committee holds that, under its plan, the 
company’s business *‘ can be made to produce 
very satisfactory reaults, sufficient forthe pay- 
ment of interest on the bonds proposed to be 
issued and for the payment of dividends upon 
the proposed preferred stock, and for the pay- 
ment, iu good years, of satisfactory dividends 
upon the common stock.” 

It is advised that the number of Directors be 
increased, that a majority of the present Direc- 
tors should resign to make room for new mem? 
bers Of the board to be approved by the com- 
mittee and the United States Trust Company, 
that radical changes and a reduction of ex- 
penses be made, that new business methods be 
introduced, especially im the financial depart- 
ment, that unnecessary offices be abolished, 
and that provision made for the protection and 
promotion of the business interests of the com- 
pany in all directions, whether this business be 
continued by the present organization, or by a 
new organization to be formed. The committee 
especially recommends that the financial part 
of the business should be put under the manage- 
ment of a fuance committee. It adds that the 
principal officers and Directors have never re- 
ceived any salaries. 

In order to continue the business, money must 
be provided to meet existing debts and to sup- 
ply adequate working capital. The committee 
proposes an issue of thirty-year 6 per cent. col- 
jateral trust first mortgage bouds to an ameunt 
not exceeding $6,000,000, of which $5,000,000 
is to be seld and $1,000,000 retained. The 
bonds are to bear a sinking fund of 3 per cent 
These bonds will be offered to stockholders at 
85 per cent., and an effort will be made to have 
them underwritten by a guarantee syndicate at 
85, with a commission of 5 per cent. 

For the purpose of delivery to contributing 
atockholders, the preferred stock of the com- 
pany will be inereased from $5,000,000 to 
$8,000,000. Preferred stockholders are to pay 
20 per cent. of the par value of their holdings 
of preferred stock and receive in exchange pre- 
ferred stock at par. Each common etockholder 
is to pay 10 per cent. of his holdings and re- 
ceive in exchange for such payment preferred 
stock atpar. If any holders of the common 
stock prefer not to pay thissum in cash they 
can make their contribution by assigning to the 
Reorganization Committee certificates for 50 per 
sent. par value of their holdings of common 
stock, butin this event they will receive no. 
preferred stock for their contribution. 

If the stockholders do not consent to the 
plan, the Reorganization Committee will take 
measures for the continuance of the business. 
in this case, stockholders who consent to the 
new plan will have a corresponding interest in 
the reorganized or new company, but stock- 
holders, whether preferred or common, who do 
not assent will not be represented. 

The accountants report the assets at $10,463,- 
657.13, not counting the value of real estate, 
plants, good-will, and payment on acconnt of 
Beourity Mills, the latter items heing figured at 
$15, 266,860.76. Of the assets $5,397,910.52 
is pledged. Included in the assets are: Open 
accounts, 822,200.30; notes receivable, 
#1,022,838.55; cash, $47,965.43; cash depos- 
ited with the Old Colony Trust Company, 
$25,000; balance due from note brokers for 
gale of notes given by the sub-companies, 
$138,596; stock of hemp rope and bind- 
jr twine, $7,189,407.42, ($4,596,935.05 of 
foie is pledged ;) payments on account of manila 

emp shipments, $329,917.29; investments, 
$426,025; indebtedness of mills controiled by 
the company, $395,383.93. 

Under the head of liabilities appear: Hemp 
acceptances against shipments and sterling ac- 
ceptances, 1,209,723.81;  coliateral leans, 
$5,596,705.66; notes payable, $597,010.60; 
due on open accounts, $957,603.67; due to 
mills controlied by the company, $3,625,373.97.

JURYMEN LED THE APPLAUSE 


AN UNUSUAL OOCURRENCE IN 
JUDGE PRYOR'S OOURT.

In the Trial of Mrs, Pollock’s Suit Against 
Her Wealthy Father-in-Law for Alien- 
ating Her Husband’s Affections the 
Judge Expressed Chivalrous Sentiments 
and the Effect Was Magical—Court Of- 
ficers Labored in Vain to Suppress the 
Tumult—The Woman’s Story. 


A most extraordinary scene was witnessed 
yesterday in the Court of Common Pleas. The 
jury empaneled to try the case of Pollock 
against Pollock, completely carried away by 
the chivalrous sentiments expressed from the 
bench by Judge Pryor, burst into applause. 
The spectators quickly took the cue from the 
jury bex and in a secend the big room was ring- 
ing with shouts of approval, handclapping, and 
other demonstrations of satisfaction. 

The court officers tried in vain to suppress 
the tumult; the Judge rapped loudly for order. 
The spectators kept up the loud applause, and 
it was several minutes before the business of 
the court could proceed. 

The events of’ the day had been gradually 
leading up to this drumatio olimax. Judge, 
jury, and spectators had been listening for 
some hours to atale of keen euffering and re- 
lentless persecution told by the plaintiff? in the 
case, Mra. Elleu Pollock, who is seeking to re- 
cover $50,000 damages from her father-in-law, 
Alexander Pollock, for alienation of her hus- 
band’s affections. 

The defendant is a dealer in machinery and 
railroad supplies at 15 Cortlandt Street and 212 
West Street. He is rich, educated, and well 
bred. He appeared in court with his son, the 
bueband of the plaintiff, dressed in expensive 
clothing and giving every evidence of comfort 
and refinement. 

The plaintiff, on the other hand, looked the 
picture of poverty. She is a poor young Irish- 
woman, without education and even without 
good looks. She formerly worked for the Pol- 
looks at Nyack as chambermaid and waitress. 
Edward E. Pollock, the eldest son of the house- 
hold, fellin love with her and married heron 
Sept. 27, 1887. Two children were born to the 
couple. 

The elder Pollock did not learn of the méar- 
riage until April, 1890. Then be set to work at 
ones to free his son fromthe obnoxious union. 
Mrs. Pollock yesterday told the story of the 
cruel war that had been waged against her by 
her husband’s rich relatives. Her recital was 
frequently interrupted by tears. 

Judge Pryor, it was apparent, was as strongly 
swayed as any One else by the woman’s pitiful 
tale. The Judge isa Southerner anda gentile- 
man of the old sobool. He has in the strongest 
sense that veneration for womanbood which is 
particularly characteristic of the South. 

Mrs. Polleck’s testimony, therefore, excited 
hie deepest sympathy. He did not permit this 
sympathy to influence his impartiality as a 
Judge, but he came at once to Mrs. Pollock's de- 
fense when Mr. Pollook’s lawyer, Alexander 
Thair, sought to attack her on cross-examina- 
tion. 

Mr. Thair wanted to know if the plaintiff had 
not sustained improper relations with her hus- 
band besore she was married to him. 

Col James, counsel for Mra. Pollock, objected 
at once to any such probing. The relations of 
the plaintiff before murriage, he said, had poth- 
ing to do with the case. They were made man 
aud wife at the request of Edward E. Pollock. 

“Is there any dispute here as to the mar- 
riage?’’ demanded Judge Pryor, sharply, turn- 
ing to Mr. ‘hair with astern lovk on his strong, 
rugged face. 

“No, Sir,” replied Mr, Thair; “we admit that 
there was a ceremonial marriage But I pro- 
pose to show by this witness and “ther wit- 
nesses that this sult which is pending now, in 
which she seeks to recover $50,000, is a plan 
that began away back when this boy, her hus- 
band, was a schoolboy coming home during va- 
cation. ‘Ihe scheme began then and vontinued 
down to the bringing of this suit.” 

*“ That is to say,”’ broke in the Judge, “ you 
propose to show that at that early period this 
woman invented & scheme whereby she was to 
marry this man and have two children by him 
andthe father-in-law was to kidnap one child 
from her and take her husband from ber?” 

** No—oh, no, Sir,” an@wered the lawyer, visi- 
bly embarrassed. ‘* We don’t claim that.” 

“Then [ exclude the evidence,” was the de- 
cisive reply, the Judge adding, ‘‘ Whether she 
had relations with this man or not previous to 
her marriage with him ie immaterial, except, 
possibly, as imposing upon him a more holy 

-obligation to adhere to her. If she surrendered 
herself to him before marriage, as a chivalric 
and an honest man, he is under more obliga- 
tions to her than he would otherwise be.” 

Then the applause, starting in the jury box, 
spread over the entre room. When it had 
finally been suppressed, the Judge repeated: 

“The evidence is excluded.” 

“ May I suggest to your Honor —” began Mr. 
Train in mild protestation. 

“The evidence is excluded, Sir; take your 
exception,” and the applause would have 
broken out afresh except for the vigorous use 
of Judge Pryor’s gavel. 

During the scene Mrs. Pollock had remained 
sitting quietly in the witness ohair. Pain and 
suilering and privation have accentuated her 
natural plainness, and her poor, ill-fitting dress 
served to wake her appear additionaliy 
homely. But she was the picture of honesty, 
and herstory bore the stamp of truthiulness 
from beginning to end. 

She said she came over from Ireland in 1880. 
In 1882 or 1883, she entered the employ of 
the Poliooks. She was then twenty years old. 
Edward was three years her junior, but she 
didn’t know at that time what his age was. 
He had aiready begun to grow a mustache. 

“We became engaged about a year after I 
entered the housebold,”’ said Mra. Pollock. ** In 
1885 he took me tothe village of Nyack and 
swore me on & Bible not to marry any one but 
him. This wav on the eve of my going to 
lreland on a visit tomy mother. When | got 
back 1 returned to the Pollocks. On Sept. 25, 
1887. we were married at St. Joseph’s Church 
in thie city. He was twenty-one yeare old and 
I was twenty-four.” 

They went to live aftera time at 308 West 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street. Kdward 
worked for his father, and spent the best part 
of each week with his wife. Abdoutayear anda 
half after their marriage their tiret child wae 
born. It was a little girl—Annie. She was in 
court yesterday with the mother, as was the 
other child which was born on Jan. 14, 1891. 

In April, 1890, Edward told his father for the 
first time of the marriage. There was a furious 
scene, but the husband told hie wife he meant 
to stick by her through thick and thin. But his 
visits to One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street 
became fewer, and he told her that his father 
would give her $10,000 if she would let him 
get a divorce and take the child Angie. She re- 


use 

On Nov. 21, 1890, her husband deserted her 
for gvod. On Dec. 11 she met her father-in-law 
and his attorney, A. O. Salter, by appointment, 
at the Hotel Royal. They treated her most 
heartiessly, she said,and s few days later Salter 
came to her roome in One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth Street and took away her child Annie. She 
called ut Mr. Pellook’s office several times to 

lead for the return of her child, but he turned 

er out of the place and called in a policeman. 

On Dee. 31, 1890, fourteen days before 
the birth of her second child, she went to the 
apartments of the Pollocks, at 131 West Sixty- 
first Street, to see her husband if possible. Her 
father-in-law had her dragged out by two police- 
men, she sald, and tried to have her looked up. 

**] had waited there all day without food or 
drink,” said the witness, the tears raining down 
her face. ‘“‘I had not money enough to pay wy 
carfare back up town. I told the officers I was 
destitute aud had not even carfare. They then 
let me go and I walked to my sister’s house.” 

Afterward she met her busband and father-in- 
lawand they offered to provide for her if she 
would give her husband cause for an absolute 
divorce. Shesyefused again. Her father-in-law, 
she saye, then threatened to “fix her,” and said 
he would have her ina lunatic asylum. When 
she pleaded to see her little girl she was told 
that only if she gave the grounds for a divorce 
wonld her request be granted. 

Mrs. Pollock consulted lawyers, and under 
threate of a lawsuit her child was returned to 
her. On July 14,1891, she was turned out ef 
her rooms in One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Btreet. Bhe now had two children on her hands 
and was absolutely penniless. She borrowed 
money enough: to pay her fare to Nyack, and 
went with her two children to the Pollock 
house. She was refuged admission, she says, 
though a severe storm was raging, and she spent 
the day on the front piazza with her two obil- 
dren, water-soaked and faint with hunger. 

Late in the afternoon, just as she was starting 
for a neighboring house to beg some food for 
little Annie, who was crying with hunger, Mrs. 
Pollock said she was seized by two men, appar- 
ently detectives, and thrown into a covered 
carriage with her two children. She said she 
heard Alexander Pollock’s voice, but he kept 
himself concealed from her view. The de- 
tectives took her to the train for New-York. 

A decree of divorce was afterward obtained 
against her in South Dakota, by ** perjured tes- 
timony,” Mra. Pollock said. Under this decree 
she was awarded alimony, but sbe was advised 
by her lawyer not to accept. 

She has been supported with her children, in 
part, Oy friends aud relatives. 

“ But often we have to go hungry,” she testi- 
fied, with tears in her eyes. 

The case will go on to-day.

BEADING PLAN DOUBTFUL. 


Not Enough Securities Deposited to As- 
sure the Reorganization. 


A petition was circulated, and freely signed, 
among Reading security holders in this city 
yesterday, requesting the reorganization syndi- 
cate to extend the time for receiving asscnts. 
According to the official announcement, yester- 
day was the final day for receiving deposits of 
securities under the reorganization plan. Sufli- 
cient securities to insure the success of the plan 
have not yet been deposited. The current be- 
Mef among railroad men here yesterday was 
that the plan would not go through. 

Samuel Dickson of Philadelphia, counsel for 
the Reading receivers, was in New-York yes- 
terday and he conferred with quite a number of 
influential security holders who have not yet 
assented to the plan. The cireulation of the 
petition mentioned followed the conferences. 

Tae total assents of Reading bondholders up 
to last evening amounted to nearly $31,000,000, 
with two or three quarters yet to hear from. 
About 325,000 shares of the stock have assented. 
Secretary Taylor was asked, in the Philadelphia 
office, yesterday afternoon, what the prospects 
were for the plan, and he replied that he could 
not tell Further reports are expected from 
London and New-York. 

A private despatch from Philadelphia re- 
ceived in Wall Street yesterday said that J. 
Lowber Welsh, who is regarded as tho father of 
the reorganization plan, had given up hope of 
carrying it through. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 21.—The application of 
the receivers of the Philade!phia and Reading 
Railread for permission to issue $5,500,000 of re- 
ceivers’ certificates again came up for a hearing 
before George L. Crawford, Master in the re- 
ceivership, at the offices of the company this 
morning. Among those present were John R. 
Dos Passos of New-York, who represented the 
Now-York Committee of General Mortguge 
Bondbolders; Nathan Rijur of New-York, who 
appeared for Mrs. Hettie Green of this city, a 
large helder of ineome bonds, and L. W. Bar- 
ringer, counsel for John Lornie and other hola- 
ers, of Scotland. 

Thomas Hart, Jr., counsel for the Reading 
receivers, stated that the request in the petition 
for provision for the payment of $1,233,463 for 
coal purclases would be withdrawn tempora- 
rily, and the petition would then be simply for 
wages and supplies. After a general discussion 
the meeting adjourned. 


Henry Villard Retires. 


Henry Villard’s resignation as a Director of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad and as Chair- 
man of the board was accepted yesterday and 
Joha D. Rockefeller was elected a Director in 
Mr. Villard’s place. The office of Chairman of 
the board will be discontinued. 

The resignation of Mr. Villard will take effect 
on the 19th of next month, about which time 
that gentleman expects to go abroad. Presi- 
dent Oakes appointed Directors Rolston, Col 
by, and Haggin a committee to prepare o min- 
ute expressive of the sentiments of the board 
toward the retiring Chairman. 

A compiimeutary resolution was prepared by 
the committees and promptly adopted. It in- 
cluded the following language: *‘ In season and 
out of season Mr. Villard has been found at his 
post, carefully and closely watching the finan- 
olal interests of the companys, and with the aid 
of his powerful friends abroad he has furnished 
assistance which it might not under any other 
circumstances have been able to obtain. The 
Loard fully recognizes the facts that it has not 
been the personal desire of Mr. Villard to keep 
the position which he has occupied and to take 
upon himself the responsibilities whioh it has 
been unecessary for hiin to bear, and that he has 
remained in his position for several years at 
the earnest personal solicitation of many of the 
members of this board and a number of the 
largeat stockholdérs. The position of Director 
and Chairman he accepted with great reluct- 
ance, and we fully bear testimony to the fact 
that it has exposed him to unjust and unfair 
eriticism.”’

NAVAHOE SAILS AGAIN. 


Mr. Carroll’s Yacht, Fully Repaired, Off 


for English Waters. 


Boston, June 21.—The Navahoe, having completed 
the repairs made necessary by the collision with the 
New-York pilot boat No. 5 to the eastward’ot South 
Shoal Lightship a week ago Monday morning, sailed 
from this port to-day for England. Her owner, 
Royal Phelps Carroll, was on board, and was sc- 
companied by Mrs. Carroll, who at first intended to 
go by steamer, but after the collision changed her 
mind and decided to share her husband's luck on the 


voyage. Woodbury Kane and Herman B. Duryea 
of New-York, who started voriginally with Mr. Car- 
roll, were still with him. 

The forenoon was occupied in taking aboard fresh 
provisions and water, and in doing the dozen and 
one things which are needful when starting on a 
long Voyage. Mrs. Carroll went aboard the yacht 
aboat 10 o’olock, and was followed a little later by 
her husband and many of his Boston friends, who 
had come to wish hiia bon voyage. Among them 
were George and Charles Adams, Herbert Leeds, 
and George Goddard. 

At 12:30 the lines were cast off, and at the same 
time the owner’s red and, white private signal went 
up, and to the merry pipe of the boatswain’s whistle, 
the American ensign was also set at the stern. 

Toa correspondent who saw Mr. Carroll just be- 
fore his departure, he said that he had not a@ yet re- 
ceived notice of a libel trom the owners of the pilot 
boat for damages py the collision. He himself had 
not hbeled the pilot boat, but he had placed the mat- 
ter of having the damages to the pies boat surveyed 
in the hands of counsel. He was hopeful of a speedy 
voyage, aud did not seem a bit discouraged by the 
frequent delays to which he has been subjected. He 
expects to have the Navahoe ready for © August 
races in British waters.

Valkyrie Compared with Iverna. 


“ There is nothing very wonderful in the fact that 
Britannia sailed the fifty-mile course in the New- 
Thames match in 4:40:00, if taken by iteelf, as the 
duration of the race only represents 10% knots per 
hour,” says the London Field ; * but when taken with 
the circumstance that she beat Iverna, in a smart 
reaching wind, nearly a quarter of an hour, or 18 seo- 
onds each mile sailed, the fact is very significant in- 
deed, judged by the Yacht Racing Association time 
scales. According to these scales the Britannia 
ought to beat Iverna 814 seconds per mile, and she 
more than doubled this. Valkyrie, unfortunately, 
was not in the match, but, judged by her perform- 
ances in the Rcyal Thames aud Royal London 
matches, she would have, relatively to her rating, 
beaten Iverna about the same as Britannia did, on a 
reaching course. 

* Uniortunately we areunable to judge how much 
Britannia or Vaikyrie could beat Iverna on ‘all 
round’ sailing, as in the Koya! Thames ‘and Koyal 
Loudon matches, which afforded trials on all points, 
Britannia and Valkyrie wasted so much time on 
each other. We think, however, it reasonable to as- 
sume that Britanniaor Valkyrie could beat Iverna 
2U minutes in a moderate breeze on a tifty-mile 
course which gave an equal share of running, reach- 
ing, and beating. Whether this will be good enough 
for Valkyrie to win the the America’s Cup is a moot 
point, but possibly wemaey know more about it 
when the Volunteer, in her original cutter rig, has 
been tried aguiast some of the curious craft which 
are now boing built in America as cup defenders.”

Police Justice TiGHx of Brooklyn got out 
of his predicament in a characteristic 
fashion. He exhibited the stupid brutality 
of a bully in holding the Captain and crew 
of the Viking on the false charge of a dun- 
derheaded policeman and setting down 
their examination for atime that would 
subject them to the greatest annoyance. 
Having been brought to book and lectured 
by the Mayor for his asinine performance, 
he resorted to the low cunning of asneak in 
seeing that there was no one present in his 
court to press the charge, and discharging 
the men without listening to a word of ex- 
planation or making any acknowledgment 
of the wrong that had been done. It is 
pretty humiliating to see the type of man 
who should be the object of police vigi- 
lance for the protection of the community 
exercising the power of a magistrate and 
inflicting his notions of justice upon those 
who fall in his power. Meanwhile, what 
is Police Commissioner HayDEN going to 
do about the policemen who made these 
blundering arrests and the Sergeant who 
iocked the guests of the Nation in a cell 
for the night, and who failed to have 
any one in court to represent the police? 








The death of Senator LELAND STANFORD 
of California takes away another of the Pa- 
cific Railroad magnates whose energy and 
foresight aided in spanning the continent 
with the means of rapid travel in the 
stormy days of the civil war. He was 
the leading spiritin the construction of 
the Central Pacific, which met the Union 
Pacific at Ogden and helped to bring the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts within six 
days of each other. But these men had 
the Government of the United States to 
back them with its credit and with mu- 
nificent gifts of public land, and it is a 
curious fact that while they personally 
grew enormously rich the corporations 
which they controlled grew poor and no 
provision was made for paying the debt 
to the Government. The Central Pacific 
owes the Government over $50,000,000, 
and the debt will begin to fall duein 1895, 
while thereis a prior lien of $64,000,000 
on the property in the form of first mort- 
gage bonds. But LELAND STANFORD en- 
dowed a university with $20,000,000, in 
memory of his son, and leaves an enormous 
fortune besides. His money made him a 
power in California politics and a mem- 
ber of the United States Senate, but it did 
not make him a statesman or a philan- 
thropist in any high sense of the word.

The exact relation between a portion of 
the recent removals of United States 
officials in the Puget Sound district and 
the reports of Treasury Agents who have 
been examining the smuggling of Chinese 
and opium there, only the Government 
authorities can state. It is certain, how- 
éver, that there have been many such re- 
movals from office, and also that there have 
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Agents. The general connection between 
the two sets of facts may be noted, without 
implying complicity in smuggling opera- 
tions in any particular case. That the 
officials in that region eppreciate the need 
of alertness is shown by their capture, the 
other day, of thirty-two Chinamen who 
had been smuggled by vessel to Seattle 
and were loaded on a car for Oregon. Puget 
Sound gives great natural advantages for 
the smuggling both of Chinese and opium, 
aid when these advantages are increased 
by official connivance, inertness, or incom- 
petence, it is not surprising that the busi- 
ness is carried on upon so large a scale. 
The hint is thrown out that the matter will 
soon be in the courts, so that we may yet 
have disclosuresin Puget Sound smuggling 
to rival those of the pension frauds.

It is rather a pity that, under the decis- 
ion of the Attorney General, the navy can- 
not have its two composite gunboats. The 
experiment would have been all the more 
interesting and valuable because, with the 
third gunboat built of eteel, it would have 
been possible to make close comparisons 
between the two systems, not only in origi- 
nal cost, but in the cost of maintenance, 
including eoal, repairs, docking, and scrap- 
ing. As these light-draught vessels may 
be used largely in tropical waters, it 
seemed desirable to secure the advantages 
claimed for the sheathed over the un- 
sheathed hull, as wellas to note how the 
speed at the maximum is affected by carry- 
ing the weight of the sheathing, and how 
much oftener a steel ship would require 
docking. But the retention in the law of 
language urder which only steel gunboats 
could be constructed prevents this experi- 
ment. Of course there is plenty of for- 
eign testimony on such points, Great Brit- 
ain having many composite vessels, and 
many others under construction; and 
again, there is less reason for regret if, as 
is reported, the steel gunboat was not to 
have had the exact engine power and other 
details of the two composite gunboats, 
which would have made the comparisons 
exact. Perhaps Congress may expressly 
authorize hereafter a small composite ves- 
sel, since Secretary Tracy had originally 
asked for four 1,200-ton gunboats and only 
three were authorized.

MR. EDMUNDS ON THE SHERMAN BILL. 


There are several points in the very 
frank and courteous statement of ex- 
Senator EpMunps of Vermont published 
by THe Timus yesterday that merit some 
comment, especially as the venerable 
statesman remarked that he did not ex- 
pect THe Times to agree with him. We 
certainly can hardly concede that the gen- 
eral distrust of our currency which at 
present prevails is in any considerable de- 
gree due to apprehension as to the policy 
of the Democratic Party either upon 
finance or upon the tariff. If there had 
been anything like general apprehension 
on that subject the Democratic Party 
would not have earried the elections. It 
surely would not have done so by the 
aid of so large and influential a pro- 
portion of the business men and 
financiers of the country as wunques- 
tionably gave it aid) Nor will it quite 
meet the question to say that this appre- 
hension is of recent date and has sprung 
up since the elections. The Democratic 
policy was as well known in October of 
last year as in April of this year. So far as 
there has been any change in opinion as to 
that policy it is in the direction of confi- 
dence in its prudence and in the wish and 
power of the party to avoid extremes. 


We agree with Mr. EpMuNDs that the 
Sherman billis not the sole cause of our 
troubles, and that though they might have 
been deferred, say, under the Bland-Allison 
law which preceded the Sherman law, and 
might have come in milder form, they weré 
pretty sure to come sooner or later. So far 
as they originate in the condition of our 
currency, however, they are due to the 
Sherman law. That law compels note 
issues payable in gold, and leaves no means 
of getting the gold. The certainty that 
this in the long run will suspend gold pay- 
ments, the uncertainty as to when this dis; 
astrous stage may be reached—these are the 
two factors supplied by legislation to the 
present financial.disturbance. They are 
supplied by the Sherman law and by nothing 
else, and though the repeal of that law will 
not immediately secure prosperity, its repeal 
is absolutely essential to the very beginning 
of that process. Of that there can be no 
doubt, and we do not understand Mr. Ep- 
MUNDS to express any. 


There is another point, however, of per- 
haps only historical interest, but still in- 
teresting, as to whieh Mr. EpmuNDs’s 
recollections do not seem tous quite clear 
or his reasoning quite conclusive. He says 
that he voted for the Sherman bill, as did 
many other Senators, because it was a 
** question whether we should have that or 
absolute free coinage.” If Mr. EpMUNDS 
means that the choice lay between the 
passage by the Senate of the Sherman bill 
or of a free-coinage bill, he is probably cor- 
rect. There was, in 1890, certainly a ma- 
jority favorable to free coinage in the Sen- 
ate, though itis not perfectly certain that 
it could have been held together had the 
sound-money Republicans determined to 
make a fight on it to the finish. But 
there is a great difference between the 
passage of an act by one or even by 
both houses and its enactment into law. 
The latter requires either the signature 
of the President or a two-thirds vote. It 
is well known that atwo-thirds vote for 
free coinage could not be got in either the 
House or the Senate in July, 1890, Does 
Mr. EpMUNDS think that the President’s 
signature could have been got? Certainly 
not. Isthere not, then, a somewhat more 
accurate way of stating the question 
which was presented to Senators like Mr.’ 
EpMuUNDS and Mr. SHERMAN than the one 
adopted by the late Senator from Vermont? 
Was it really a question between the sil- 
ver-purchase law and “‘absolute free coin- 
age”? Was it not, rather, a question be- 
tween the Sherman law and a veto by Mr. 
Harrison of afree-coinage bill? Clearly, 
if the free-coinage bill had been passed, 
vetoed, and failed to pass over the veto, 
we should have had neither free coinage 
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in Mr. EpDMUNDS’s memory sppears to have 
been so threatening and so decisive would 
have been altogether avoided.

We 
have already seen this paragraph in at 
least half a dozen Republican newspapers, 
and it appears to have been written and 
circulated by some “literary bureau” de- 
voted to the propagation of McKinleyiem. 
The present duty is not $13.50. THE 
Times has not estimated thatif the duty 
should be reduced to $4 per ton 1,000,000 
tons would be imported. 

What Tux Times did say was that a duty 
of $4 would be more than is called for by 
the last Republican national platform. If 
the Journal and the other papers that have 
been misled by some McKinley literary 
bureau will overhaul their archives they 
will find in that platform the following: 

“On all imports coming into competition 
with the products of American labor there 


should be levied duties equal to the difference 
between wages abroad and at home.” 


Now, what is the difference between the 
wages paid here for the manufacture of a 
ton of steel rails and the wages paid for 
the manufacture of a ton in England? 
President HaRrison’s Administration de- 
clared that it was $3.78. The investiga- 
tion was made with great care by the Re- 
publican Party’s Commissioner of Labor, 
Col. Carrot D. Wricat, and the results 
were published in an elaborate report. In 
the calculation every step and process was 
taken into account, from the mining of the 
ore and coal atid limestone to the comple- 
tion of the rail, and the difference was 
$3.78, 

Would not aduty of $4 cover this dif- 
ference? Would not a duty of $3.78 be 
high enough, according to the doctrine of 
the Minneapolis platform? Did the makers 
of that platform desire to cause the im- 
portation of 1,000.000 tons per annum? 
We think we have expressed the opinion 
that only a very small quantity of rails 
would be imported if the duty should be 
fixed at $3.78 in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Republican platform, for 
the first effect of the reduction would be to 
compel the close combination of the Amer- 
ican manufacturers to reduce its high ring 
price. The actual cost of production in the 
leading factories of the combination is said 
to be now from $20 to $22 perton. If the 
duty were now only $4, English rails could 
not be laid down at this port, duty and 
freight and other charges paid, for less 
than $25 per ton. 

The trath is that the “ difference,” in the 
case of steel rails, is really less than $3.78, 
for Col. WRIGHT was unable to obtain the 
figures he wanted from those factories in 
this country where the labor cost is lowest. 

During the campaign of last year we 
could notinduce our Republican contem- 
poraries to discuss this important para- 
graph of their platform in the light 
afforded by the reports of theirown Com- 
missioner of Labor, an expert of high 
reputation, and by other admitted facts. 
They were afraid of this doctrine, which, 
President HARRISON saidin an unguarded 
moment, should ‘control all tariff 
schedules.” 

THE SITUATION. ° 

There is to be shipped from Southampton 
to-day a half millionin gold, and the an- 
nouncement of the fact yesterday created 
@ good deal of cheerful excitement in Wall 
Street. Itis, however, the opinion of the 
house making this importation, Messrs. 
BaRING, MaGoun & Co., that the general 
situation does not warrant any considera- 
ble movement of gold this way, and that 
is also the view of other houses engaged in 
the same line of business. Still, the knowl- 
edge that even on a special order the cur- 
rent which has set so heavily and steadily 
against us had been reversed, if only for 
the moment, was a relief to the mental 
strain to which the prolonged depression 
had given rise. It was generally accepted, 
and with reason, as a piece of concrete evi- 
dence that the worst was over. 

There was a reportin circulation in the 
later hours of the day thatthe Secretary of 
the Treasury had determined to make pay- 
ment of the July interest on the Govern- 
ment bonds in advance, but this report was, 
at least, premature, no decision having 
been announced by Mr.CaRLisLe yesterday, 
Meanwhile there are several interesting 
and generally encouraging features in the 
situation as described in the news columns 
of THE Times this morning. The demand 
for currency from the West develops a 
perceptible falling off for yesterday as for 
the day before. The returns from the 
Treasury at Washington show that $2,020,- 
000 in notes have been issued to national 
banks. The current rates for money 
in this city were decidedly lower yester- 
day, the maximum being 12 per cent. and 
the closing rate 5 per eent. Clearing 
House certificates to the amount of 
$2,500,000 were issued yesterday. includ- 
ing the $1,000,000 taken out by the Bank 
of Commerce. To which may be added the 
statement by those in a position to know, 
that the retail trade, not only of this city, 
but generally, is reported more than usual- 
ly active for this season of the year. Up 
to the present complaints of ‘‘ hard times” 
are not frequent among consumers, and 
though, as a class, they are the last to feel 
financial distress, they are by no means 
the last to make their distress known.

RECKLESS RAILROADING. 

Whatever investigation may show as to 
the exact cause of the terrible accident on 
the Bay Ridge Branch of the Manhattan 
Beach Railroad on Tuesday night, and 
wherever the immediate blame may be 
placed, itissafe to say that the primary 
cause of the disaster was recklessness in 
operating a railroad where special care 
should have been exercised. The railroads 
to Coney IwWland have little to do except 
for about three months in the Summer, and 
then they are ‘rnshed” in a manner that 
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railroad itself was not maintained in good 
condition. It is certain that the over- 
erowding of the flimsy open cars was a 
dangerous proceeding, and the persons 
who clung to the side platforms did so at 
the risk of their lives. It is all very well 
for officers of the railroad company to 
warn people not to overcrowd the cars, 
but they furnish inadequate accommoda- 
tions for the horse-race or holiday throng 
and the people are compelled to crowd the 
trains or run the chance of staying out all 
night. Nobody likes a crowded railroad 
train, and if ears enough are provided to 
carry the passengers they will avoid crowd- 
ing. Coney Island trains are often over- 
crowded for the simple reason that not 
enough of them are provided to carry the 
people who are anxious to get home fo a 
hurry. 

It is pretty evident that this overloaded 
train with people clinging to the sides of 
the light open cars was run over the curve 
approaching the Parkville tunnel at 4 
reckless speed. No misplaced switch is 
necessary to explain the derailment of the 
rear cars and the crushing of the pas- 
sengers who bad only a precarious footing 
on the narrow side platforms. The com- 
pany promises an investigation and there 
will be a Coroner’s inquest, but this is 
plainly acase for the State Railroad Com- 
mission to inquire into, and while it is 
aboutit there should -be a careful exami- 
nation into the condition and operation of 
all these Coney Island railroads. It is a 
place where every safeguard and every 
caution should be used, but in point of 
fact it is a scene of peculiarly reckless rail- 
roading. 

EE mR 
PUBLIO HEALTH JURISDICTION. 


The suggestions of the committee of the 
Academy of Medicine with reference to the 
functions of the National Bureau of Health, 
the establishment of which it recommends, 
are carefully worded and sufficiently recog- 
nize the distinction between State and na- 
tional jurisdiction, but in much of the cur- 
rent discussion of the subject that very 
important distinction is practically ignored. 
It is not fair to compare what is character- 
ized as the neglect of our Government in 
matters of public health with what has 
been done by the Governments of other 
countries. In those other countries the 
national authority has complete jurisdic- 
tion so far as it may see fit to exercise it in 
all matters of internal and local sanitation 
and of health regulation. It may provide 
for a National Board of Health with com- 
plete power over local boards, and may es- 
tablish uniform and far-reaching regula- 
tions and control their enforcement. In 
this country the National Government has 
no jurisdiction whatever in matters of local 
sanitation, and no power to enforce regula- 
tions for the protection of the public health 
within the several States. 


This accounts for most of what is called 
the national neglect of this important mat- 
ter. The Government has done little be- 
cause there is little that it can do, and 
whatever progress has been made has been 
due to theactionof State Governments and 
local authorities. This may not compare 
favorably with what has been done in 
some foreign countries, even in the States 
in which the greatest advance has been 
made, but there is no ground for a com- 
parison between the United States asa 
nation and Great Britain or France. Much 
of what the Government is called upon to 
do is wholly beyond its jurisdiction, but 
there is a govud deal that it may do to 
stimulate and assist State authorities. 

There is one field, however, in which the 
national authority is undoubtedly su- 
preme, and that is the field of maritime 
quarantine and the protection of the coun- 
try as a whole against contagious diseases 
from abroad. The exercise of quarantine 
at our seaports and on our national 
boundaries pertains distinctly to the regu- 
lation of commerce, in which the Federal 
Government has exclusive jurisdiction 
whenever it sees fit to exercise it. Leaving 
this to State and local control in the past 
may be characterized as neglect, but it is 
only recently that the iimportance of a 
general and uniform system has been 
forcibly impressed upon the public mind, 
and Congress is apt to neglect that for 
which there is no distinct public demand. 

The Academy of Medicine is quite right 
in demanding that “the maritime quaran- 
tine system” be placed under national 
supervision andcontrol. Whenitsaysthat 
this, “‘ together with othermatters concern- 
ing the public health,” should be placed in 
charge of a National Bureau of Public 
Health, there is need of some definition of 
these “other matters,” and it is given in 
the committee report adopted at the recent 
meeting. Among the duties specified for 
such a bureau are those of sustaining and 
encouraging research in matters concern-: 
ing the causes and prevention of disease, 
obtaining and disseminating information 
on matters affecting public health, advis- 
ing State and local authorities “‘on ques- 
tions submitted to them [it] relating to the 
public health,” and tendering advice and 
counsel whenever it may be ‘‘ conducive to 
the public weal.” 

There is nothing suggested here that may 
not properly and usefully be done under 
national authority, and a Bureau of Public 
Health to have full direction and control of 
national quarantine, and to exercise ad- 
visory functionsin all matters pertaining 
to the public health, would, if properly con- 
stituted, contribute materially to our prog- 
ress in these matters and be of great 
value to the country. It could, not super- 
sede or control State authority in matters 
of internal sanitation and health proteo- 
tion, but it could greatly assist it. -

Populists Likely to be Disciplined for 
Issuing It. 


Topexa, Kan., June 21.—The Labor Ex- 
change, recently established in this State 
by the Populists, which issues scrip some- 
th ng like the shinplasters in circulation 
n war times, is likely to be disciplined by 
Bank Commissioner Breidenthal. He finds 
the deposit of money, the payment of inter- 
est, and the issue of a substitute for money 
to be a banking business and in violation 
of State law. He also finds that the scrip 
of the Exchango is under the national law 
subject to a tax of 10 per cent. 

The Directors of the Exchange say that 
they have merely issued a “* medium of éx- 
change,” and that neither the State nor ithe 
National Government has any right to 
interfere with them. 

There has already been a considerable 
amount of this wild-cat money issued, 
secured by personal and real property. It 
circulates largely as a neighborhood money 
medinm, being accepted in all transactions 
among members, 


FIGHTING THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Hard Engineering Work on the Crevasse 
at Reserve Plantation. 





New-ORLEANS, June 21.—The river's condl- 
tion is still unchanged, and from the fact that 
the crevasse at Reserve Plantation is the only 
break of importance all eyes are centred upon 
it. Itisoneofthe most stubborn fights which 
a orevasse has received in years, and to-night 
will probably come the crucial test, which will 
Mean salvation or ruin to a large section of 
sugar lands. 

The plantation collected $300,000 for sugar 
bounty in the past year, which gives some idea 
of its magnitcde, and ita owner, Leon God- 
chaux, is one of the richest men in the State. 
Mr. Gedchaux says that the crevasse will be 
closed if it takes half of all he possesses. The 
battle so far has been waged gallantly, but 
several serious errors were made at the very 
start. In the first place there was no concen- 


tration of authority, and ia the second place 
instead of sounding for a shallow strip upon 
which to build the protection the men selected 
a line which afterward proved to be one of the 
deepest, being a channel cansed by the digging 
bs of the earth on the batture for the purpose 
of building the very levee which broke. 

Last night the entire work was placed in 
charge of the United States Engineer on the 
scene, and be at once ordered the cribbing wid- 
ened from tifteen feet to thirty, and also built a 
wedge-shaped bulwark from the centre of the 
cribbing inte the river, serving to divide the 
current and lessen the the pressure. The crib- 
bing has been completed and braced with tim- 
bers driven deep, but with ail that the force of 
the current has moved the immense mass until 
it is now ata decided angle. The sacking was 
begun, and some 40,000 sacks filled with earth 
have been put In between the rows of timber. 
It will take from 70,000 to 100,000 sacka to 
fill the gap. When the sacking reaches thé 
level of the water the eribbing will either give 
way altogether or the crevasse will be under 
control. That stage will be reached to-night. 

To give some idea of the extent and cost of 
the work, it may be said that 200,0U0 feet of 
lumber were required for the erlbbing so far 
fintshed. In the meantime, the rear levees 
have been cut, considerable of the railroad em- 
baukment dug away, and so much of the water 
allowed tec run off the plantation that the cot- 
tages of the laborers are once more habitable 
and the railroad tracks are again insight. The 
Mississippi Valley ran a train over the place 
te-day, and has announced that the regu- 
lar schedule will be resumed to-morrow. 
If the oribbing does not hold there will 
be no trains, but the railroad, like the plant- 
ers, is putting on a beld front, and says that 
the crevasse will be stopped in the morning. A 
force of 600 convicts is at work on the cribbing, 
and one negro under life sentence for murier 
furnished an exciting episode by jumping into 
the river last night, under a volume of buliets, 
and making good his escape.

SAYS HE I8 NOT TO BLAME, 


Henry W. Elliott Answers a Statement 
Made to Bering Sea Arbitrators. 





To the Editor of the New.York Times: 

In your Paris dispatch from the Hering Sea trl- 
Dunal im your issue of Jane 17 appears the follow- 
ing: 

“Senator John T. Morgan, ene of the American 
arbitrators, remarkefi that it was on the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Elliott, made in 1876, that the 
yearly killing of 100,000 seals was decided upon, 
and that the following of this recommendation had 
led to the present paucity of seals.” 

This is a remarkable statement. Does Senator 
Morgan hold me responsible for the annual conduct 
of affairs on the séal islands from 1876 up to 1840! 
Does he hold me responsible for the annual reports 
of all the Govérament agents who have traversed 
that ground bétween 1876 and 1890! Dia I nds in 
the most emphatic manner declare in 1874 and 
agein in 1881 thet nothing was to be taken for 
granted, that the rookeries must be jealously 
watched year im and year out! 

Now, Senator Morgan, were these rookeries so 
watched? Was Ito blame because they were not 
watched! The late Secretary of State, Mr. Blaine, 
raised the same point on me, and when I put the in- 
terrogatories abeve given he was silent. 

Again, lot mezepeat what I detailed in my report of 
1890. It was notthe number killed per annum on 
the seal islands since 1470; it was and is the 
method of culling the driven herds that has wrought 
injury there, I could not see this effect in 1876, 
Time enough had failed to pass.sinee 1871 for me to 
observe *~¢ effect which began slowly at first, and 
which after 1879, and notuntil then, manifested it- 
self. 

In 1876 when I made a brief unofficial visit to the 
seal rookeries, Icould not observe the least change 
from the status of 1872 and 1874. Everybody on 
the islands said to.me—inoluding Capt. Bryant, who 
in 1875 feported against killing 100,000 in 1876, 
and who told me personally, om the ground itself, in 
September, 18 that he was mistaken—that the 
seals were all t, &o, 

I found no werrantin 1876 to ory out an alarm. 
Had I found it, I should have been just as prompt as 
I was in 1890.

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TRYING TO PLACE THE BLAME 


OAUSE OF THE PARKVILLE AOOI- 
DENT NOT YET DETERMINED. 





Moroner Kene Begins with a Personal In- 
vestigation Which Causes Him to 
Make Severe Criticism of the Railroad 
Company’s Management—He Impanels 
Two Juries—Complaint Had Been Made 
About the Tunnel as a Dangerous 
Place—A Derailing System of Switches, 


The number of persons killed in Tuesday’ 
fallway accident at Parkville, on the Bay Ridge 
branch of the Manhattan Beach Railroad, re- 
mained at seven yesterday. “Judge Quinby of 
Utica,” reported killed, would increase the list 
to eight, but itis apparently doubtful if such @ 
person was killed. It is almost certain, how- 
ever, that this number will be swelled by the 
addition of at least three more victims, who 
are frightfully injured. 

The unknown man who was killed was yes- 
terday identitied se James MoGeihan of 69 
West One Hundred and Sixth Street, this city. 
Mra. McGeiban is quite 111, and his brother, for 
that reason, for some time refused to let his 
mame be made public.

The responsibility for the disaster has not 
yet been placed. The young switohman, P. 8. 
MoGarry,. who was inthe ewitch tower at the 
time of the accident; the driver of the 
train, Engineer John M. Barker, and the con- 
ductor, George M. Armstrong, were under arrest 
yestercay. in the afternoon they were taken 
pefore Police Justice Sutherland at Coney 
[eland upon @® warrant sworn out by Acting 
Beret. William Von Fricken, charging them 
with manslaughter, upon information and be- 
lief. They were held pending the action of the 
Coroner's jury, upon $1,000, bonds which were 
pubsequentiy furnished for Barker and Arm- 
strong only, by W. H. Blood, the General Super- 
intendent of the road. Mr. Blood woald not 
furnish bonds for McGarry, who was retained 
in custody. The men will give testimony at the 
Coroner's inquest, which was opened yesterday 
and adjourned until June 27. They will also 
testify at the official investigation to be made 
into the cause of the disaster by the railroad 
authorities. Thisis to be begun this morning at 
the otlices of the road in Long Island City. 

Curious sightseers were on the scene of the 
accident at an early hour yesterday. As the 
wreckage had been removed to the repairing 
shops, the spectators soon dwindled away toa 


mere handful. 

All the trains running on this line were slowed 
down yesterday to @ minimum rate of speed be 
fore nearing the switch, at which point the cars 
jumped the rails. 

Gangs of workmen were kept busily em- 
ployed removing all traces of the accident until 
late yesterday afternoon. 

The railroad officials were reticent as to the 
person to blame for the accident. They point- 
ed with some grim satisfaction to the fact 
that none of the passengers who were 
actually riding on the seats inside the 
oar were killed or very bad) injured. 
President Austin Corbin haa nothing to say, 
gave that the investigation into the whole affair 
was in the hauds of x. K. Reynolds, the compa- 
ny’s Geveral Manager. 

When Mr. Reynoids was called upon yester- 
day by a NEW-YoRK TIMES reporter, he said: 
“ji do not wish to express any opinion on the 
matter. I do not wish to do any in- 
justice to any of the railroad employes 
at the present stage of this terrible 
aifair. I bave summoned all hands to appear at 
the official investigation, whieh begins to-mor- 
row morning. Facts will then undoubtedly be 
brought out which will, at all events, throw 
geome light on the affair.” 

General Superintendent Flood gave as his 
epinion that the accident was due to some 
entirely unforeseen breaking or splitting 
of the ewitch, which no human foresight 
could have anticipated. “Three or four 
oars,” seit he, “had passed over the 
switch in eafety, which they would not have 
done if it had not been in its proper place. It 
was only the rear cars which jumped the main 
track on to the ditching or dead rail, and it has 
been proved that it 1s impossible to throwa 
awiteh when @ train is passing over it.” 

This opinion is shared by several oid railroad 
men aud engineers. Uthers, however, say that 
it would have been possible by a sudden move- 
men of the lever, made just at the time when 
the rear wheels of one car had safely passed 
over the switch, to throw the rear cars. 

The man whose oflicial position gave him the 
best opportunity yesterday of probing deeper 
inte the causes of the accident wae 
Bt. J. A. Kene, the Corooner for Kins 

ounty. He was seen last evening at his 

esidence, 169 Willoughby Street, Brook- 

pn, when he related the whole story 
et his proceedings in connection with the 
ease, which bad occupied him the greater part 
of the day. he gave utterance to some start- 
ling opinions as to the position and operation 
of the switches at the place where the accident 

ceurred, If these opinions, which were the 
result of bis investigation, be proved as facts, 
they will lay the railroad officials open to very 
grave ebarges of wiliful and culpable negligence. 

Dr. Kene impanelled a jury from among the 
residents of the immediate neighborhood of the 
Beney Hospital, Brooklyn. They proceeded to 
the hospital and took several ante-mortem 
statements. These did not have any immediate 
bearing on the cause of the accident, except to 
show that ene passeugers complained of the 
great speed and jolting of the cars. 

An inquest was then held upon the five 
bodies «t the Seney ec sap Dr. Kene then 
went to Taylor's undertaking establishment, at 
49 Rockwell Place, Brookiyn, where the bodies 
of William B. Hutchinson aud James Murphy 

ad been taken from Stillwell’s Morgue at 
Gravesend. These two men were killed on 
the spot. Looking at the grave pbature 
of the disaster and the fact that any 
eharges which may eventually be brought 
against the officials of the railroad would have 

be based upon the killing of these two men, 

r. Kene took pains to impanel a second jury 
ofthe highest intelligence. He tinally secured 
the following eleven well-known citizens of 
Brooklyn to act on the jury:

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The second jury then proceeded with him to 
inspect the scene of the accident. 

“The jury and myself all peed Bas tun- 
nel in case ig a veritable death trap. Espe- 
cially is this so when a namber of are 
run at a high rate of speed in order to handle 
unusually jarge passenger traffic. Leaving 
out any question of the possible negligence 
of the switchman in leaving open or throw- 
ing the switch, I bave no hesitation in 
saying that a westward-bound train going 
down the incline to the Parkville tunnel at an 
ordinary rate of speed is liable to jump the 
switch even in its proper position. The switch 
is placed in a most dangerous spot for the eal 
sage of lightly-built cars, such as are used upon 
this railroad. 

“We found,” said Dr. Kene, “that the rail- 
road officials are extremely reticent. Had I not 
been persistent, I should not have ascertained 
the facts [ did which have ied me to form the 
opinions I now hold as to the negligence of the 
railroad officials. 

“I attempted fo ascend the switch tower, 
where a new man was working in the place of 
the twenty-one-year-old MoGarry. I ‘told him 
who I was, but he declined to Jet me 
into the awitchroom. Finally, I per- 
suaded him to telegraph for permission to 
admit me. He telegraphed accordingly to 
Freightmaster Jarvis, who immediately re- 
sponded, telling the switechmsn to answer all 
reasonable questions. Even then this strict 
sawitchman demanded to see my badge of office, 

**When [ had seen the various levers and bad 
had their working oxpinipe? to me, I was as- 
tounded that so much responsibility should 
have been given to so young 8 wan as MoGarry, 
and that the officials of the road should acqui- 
esce in an almost reckless and dangerous system 
of governing rules. The switches on either side of 
the tunne! at Parkville, which connect the dou- 
ble lines of rail with the single rails run- 
ning through it, are worked by the or- 
dinary levers. One action opens or closes 
the switch, and also operates signals 
which are stationary 200 yards on either 
side of the tun el, The signal, when up, shows 
the engineer on an approaching train that the 
switch is closed and he can go on. When 
down, the signal shows the switch is open. 
T asked the switchman the use of every lever, 
and especially as to oneshort piece of rail 
which curves outward some fifteen feet from 
the railings near the switch. 

“*Why that is what we call a derailing 
awitoh,’ was the reply. My informant continued 
that his orders were, thatif two trains were ap- 
proaching in contrary directions, and by acol- 
dent were to cross over the switches at the same 
time, he should, to avoid an inevitable collision 
in the tunnel, pull the derailing switch lever. 
This would throw at least one train off the rails. 

**Well,’ I asked in astonishwent, ‘ which 
train, in such a case, would be given the prefer- 
ence to run safely over the single line, and 
which would be thrown off the linet’ 

‘The rules are that the first train which gets 
over the switch either way,’ was the reply, ‘is 

torun through and the other be tnrown off. If, 
however, both crossed the awitch at the same 
instant I should have to pull whichever derail- 
ing lever I felt like.’ 

“Ifthis state of facta be true,” continued 
Coroner Kene, “‘ why, it is a monstrous system. 
Tothnink that there is a possibility of human 
lives being deliberately sacriticed in this way is 
horrible. 

** The parsimony of the railroad Directors, and 
their greed for guin, have led them to maintain 
this terribly dangerous tunnel over their road. 
Public protests were made against it months 
ago, I think the railroad olficiais are culpa! ly 
negligent and lable tv the public for perm tting 
such @ state of things. I shall especiaily see 
that the railroad officials are questioned on 
these points at the adjourned inquests.” 

Coroner Kene yesterday signed the requisite 
papers authorizipg the relatives of the dead 
men to remove their bodies for burial. 

James F. Murphy of 448 West Fourteenth 
Street, the policeman who was killed, was at- 
tached to the Third Dietriot Civil Court squad. 
He was standing on the platform of the fifth 
car, and was instantly killed. Murpby was 
thirty years old and was born and brought 
up in the Ninth Ward, this oity. He 
wus formerly bookkeeper for his brother- 
in-law, Richard Fitzpatrick, who keeps 
a livery stable at Seventeenth Street and Tenth 
Avenue. Four years ago be was appointed a 
policoman. He was a member of the New- 
York Democracy, and then joined Tammany 
Hail. He lived with his widowed mother, and 
washer only support. Tuesday was the firat 
lime that he bad ever gone to the races. 

City Marebal Henry Spink, one of the killed, 
was thirty years old, and was born in this city, 
He was formerly in the liquor business, and 
joined the New-York Democracy. He was ap- 
pointed City Marshal two years ago. He leaves 
awife. He will .e buried in Calvary Cemetery. 

Alderman Joseph Martin of the Seventh As- 
sembly District reached the City Hall yes 
terday in a bruised condition. He went to 
the ruburban Tuesday. It was first time 
he had been to the races in twelve 
years and he took the train that sutiered 
from the accident to come home. When the 
sinash-up came his body was bruised and one of 
his ankles was badly sqaeezed. 

He wore one slipper andone shoe yesterday 
and walked with the aid of a cane, He eaid 
* That wae my firet trip to the races in a dozen 
years and it will betwelve years before I go 
again.” 

Vice President Andrew A. Noonan of the 
Board of Aldermen was also & passenger on the 
train, but he escaped without injury, 


Doubts About “Judge Quinby.” 


A story was circulated yesterday to the effect 
thatamong the victims of the disaster was 
«Judge Quinby ” of Utica, who was said to have 
had $6,000 in his possession when taking the 
train at the race track. 

It was said that he was taken from the wreck 
inadying condition, having both feet cut of; 


that he wae taken away in a coach from the 
scene of the disaster, and that no trace of him 
had since been found. 

it was further stated that a Brooklyn lawyer 
bad received instructions from bis wife to make 
an investigation to discover what had become 
of the body and the money he was eaid to have 
had in his possession, 

A New-York TiMes reporter oalled at the 
residence of the lawyer nawod, and found that 
he was outoftown. The most careful inquiry 
failed to discover anything to warrant the 
statement that any such person had been on 
the wrecked train, and the story was generally 
regarded with suspicion by the polive, as well 
as by Coroner Kene.

LAKE FREIGHTBRS IDLE. 


Much Less Than the Usual Traffic in Ore 
and Coal. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 21.—Despite the stim- 
ulus that was expected from the World's Fair. 
the lake freight business drags drearily. Pas- 
senger lines are opening up a good traffic, and 
their managers look forward to still heavier 
travel from this on, but the ore trade is dis- 
couragingly slow and very much less coal is go- 
ing forward than was expected. The stringent 
money market is affecting both these great lake 
staples seriously and promises to leave vessel 
owners with the smallest dividend in years at 
the end of the season. 

Ore dealers report the iron men shy of any 
heavy orders, andin every Lake Superior dis- 
trict miners have been laid off, and much less ore 
is being mined than was expected early in the 
Winter. A well-informed dealer in this city 
estimates the total outpat of the season at 
6,000,000 tons, or two-tuirds of that of last 
year. This would leave the Lake Erie ore docks 
nearly clear of ore here next Spring If the con- 
sumption the coming Winter runs no larger 
than it did last. 

In coal the business situation has also acted 
asa serious drag. The expense of mining and 
carrying up the lakes foratorage against Win- 
ter consumption is heavy, and with close money 
the companies are compelled to work under 
reefed sail. Heavy dealers here do not hositate 
to say that there will not be enough coal on the 
Lake superior docks to last through the Winter 
if the present rate of shipment holds through 
till the olose of navigation. Up to June 1 little 
more than halfas much ore had passed down 
and coal up through the 8t. Mary's Canal as at 
the same date last year. 

If the silver purvhase law were repealed 
early in September, the restoration of business 
confidence might give the veaselmen a very 
briek closing season, and thus offset the present 
condition, when probably not adozen boats of 
the lake fleet are earning dividends even at the 
rate of 3 per cent. a year. 








“Swearing Parson” Van Blarcom. 
HACKENSACK, N. J., June 21.—Previous to his 
incarceration in the Hackensack jail upon the 
charge of using profane language in the publio 
highway, “Swesaring Parson” James Van Blar- 
com purehased cattle from Farmer C, W. Sayre 
of Morris County, giving in payment a check on 
the First National Bank of Paterson. The 
“Swearing Parson” had no money in the bank 
to meet the check, and was sued for the amount, 
$200. He lost the case, but appealed it 
Several adjournments were granted, and he 
has had four diflerent lawyers ewployed on the 
case. Judge Van Vaien to-day denied the mo- 
tion for another adjournment and dismissed the 
appeal, ordering Van Blaurcom’s bendsemen to 
settle to-morrow. Van Biarcom attucked the 
Judge with abusive language after court ad- 
journed, declaring his decision was unjust.

A recent cénsua bulletin, prepared under the 
direction of Dr. Henry K. Qarroll, contributes 
some interesting statistics concerning several 
bodies of Baptists, including the Regular, 
(North and South,) the Primitive, and the Old 
Two-Seed-in-the-Spirit Predestinarian. The 
Northern and Southern bodies are numerons, 
the former aggregating 800,025 members and 
the latter 1,276,491. 

The more quaintly-named bodies are very 
conservative Baptists, who are not in fellow- 
ship with the Regular, or Missionary, nor with 
the Primitive or any other body of Baptists. 
They are strongly Calvinistic, holding firmly 
to the doctrine of predestination, as their name 


indicates. Thé phrase ‘‘Two Seed” is under- 
stood to indicate their belief that thera are two 
seeds, one of death and one of life. The former 
became implanted in man when he fell from 
the state of holiness in ‘which he was created 
originally; it brings forth the fruitage of eter- 
nal ty The seed of life is communicated by 
the Holy Spirit to those who are called and re- 
generated; it springs up into eternal life. Not 
all the associations accept this peculiar title. 
Some call themeelves simply “ Regular," othera 
= peer Predestinsrian,” and still others 
& oguler, Two-Seed Predestinarian Primitive 
sts. 

eir articles of faith also vary in phraseol- 
ogy. One set is quite brief, embracing only ten 
articles; another js more extended and embraces 
twelve articles. The latter, which has been 
adopted by several associations, declares that 
God was the creator of all things, and governs 
all things in righteousness: that man was cre- 
ated holy, but by sin fell inte a depraved state, 
from which he ia utterly unable to extrivate 
himself; that God's elect were chosen in Christ 
before the world began and * appointed to faith 
and obedience in love” by the Spirit of God be- 
cause of the “righteousness, life, death, resur- 
rection, and ascension” of Christ; that God’s 
elect will in due time be effectually 
called and regenerated, the righteousness 
of God eing imputed to them; that 
they will never finally ‘fall away; that good 
worke are the fruits of faith and grace in the 
heart, and follow after regeneration; that min- 
isters should receive ‘legal authority” through 
the impo-ition of the hands of a Presbytery 
acting for a Goapel Church, and should be aub- 
ject to the discipline of the Church; that the 
**eternal work of the Holy Spirit” is manifest- 
ed externally ag well ag internally in experi- 
mental religion and the call to the ministry, 
and the true Church should distinguish 
itself from all “false sects,” and have 
no fellowship with them; that the Church 
is a spiritual kingdom which men in a state of 
nature cannot see, and it should therefore re- 
ceive as members ouly those who have bope in 
Christ und an experimental knowledge of sal- 
vation; that the eeremony of feet washing 
ought to be observed, and that the joys of the 
righteous and the punishment of the wicked 
will be endless. 

Many of the Two-Seed Baptists are strongly 
opposed to a paid ministry. They hold that the 
calling of the ministry is ‘* to comforts Zion, feed 
the flock, and contend earnestly for the faith 
once delivered tothe sainta.’”’” They are Anti- 
nomians, and do not believe that the help of a 
minister is needed by the Saviour to reach and 
save sinners. He isa full and complete Saviour, 
and earries onthe work of salvation without 
the helpof men. ‘* Medern institutions,” such 
as Sunday schools, theological seminaries, Bibie 
and missionary societies, are regarded with 
— disfavor, as among the Primitive Bap- 
tists. 

There are 44 associations, with 415 organiza- 
tions, 333 5-6 church edifices valued at $135,- 
230 and 9,932 communicants. Though the com- 
municants are scattered over 23 States, they 
ure most numerous in Texas, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, and Arkansas. The averace 
seating capacity of the edifices is 312, and the 
average yalue $405.

Their attitude drew forth an unusu- 
ally warm protest from Mr. Thomas Sexton, 
(Anti-Parnellite,) who declared that members 
of the Government, in replying seriously to 
dilatory »mendments, were giving an appear- 
ance of reality to those amendments and lead- 
ing the country to suppose that the Opposition 
was anxious to improve the bill instead of, as

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VICTIMS OF THE FLAMES, 


A Large Frame Building Destroyed—Four 


Bodies Taken from the Ruins. 


DOULOTH, Mian., June 21.—The Bunnel Block, 
@ large frame building on Lake Avenue, was 
totally destroyed by fire at midnight last night, 
with @ loss of at least four lives and about 
$40,000 worth of property. The upper atory of 
the building, which was used for dwelling pur- 
poses, provedga veritable death trap. Heroic 
efforts were made by the firemen to arouse and 
resoue the sleeping inmates, but the flames 
spread with such rapidity that they could not 
all be taken from the building. 

When the Fire Department arrived at the 
scene, they found frantic and half-crazed wo- 
men and children endeavoring to escape by the 
front entrance, but escape in this direction was 
impossible, forthe door had been completely 


locked by some one throwing a huge trunk 

om above. Ladders were then raised, but the 
flames soon cut oli allexit. One young woman 
appeared at one of the upper windows and cried 
for help. A ladder was hoisted, but before she 
could be reached the unfortunate woman ut- 
tered a piersing shriek and fell back into the 
roaring flames. 

The building collapsed when least expected, 
and, surrounded as they were with live electric- 
light wires, the work for the firemen was un- 
usually dangerous. Fireman Lieut, Madden 
Was quite severely injured, 

This morning four bodies were recovered 
from the smoking ruins. They are:

SUICIDE WITH TWO REVOLVERS. 


Holding One in Each Hand, Louis Dreyfus 
Blew Out His Brains. 


Lone BRANCH, N. J., June 21:—Louis Droy- 
fus, @ wealthy dry goods meronant of this place, 
committed suicide at 12:30 P. M. to-day by 
shooting himself in the head at his home on 
Broad way. 

It is said Mr. Dreyfus had been drinking 
heavily of late. While in New-York recently on 
&@ spree, he was robbed of $600 and a gold watch 
and cha'n, The robbery seemed to troubled 
him a great deal. 

After taking his dinner at noon to-day as 


waual af his place of business on Broadway, he 
took two revolvers, seated himself iu a rocking 
chair, with a revolver in eachjhand, and placed 
one over each temple. 

He pulled the triggers, two shots rang out, 
and an instunt later Dreyfus was dead. Drey- 
fus’s wife and children attribute his suicide to 
worriment over the robuery in New- York. 

Mr. Dreyfus owned considerable property 
here and at Lakewood and Shark River, and 
also some very Valuable cranberry bogs in South 
Jersey. He was estimated to be worth from 
$100,000 te $150,000,

THE UNIVERSITY REGENTS. 


Proceedings of the Board at -Its Meeting 
Yesterday. 


ALBANY, June 21.—The Regents of the univer- 
sity hela a meestn2 this afternoon. The pro- 
visional charter of the New-York Military 
Academy of Cornwall was made absolute. The 
oharter of St. Mary’s Catholic Institute of 
Amsterdam was amended so as to provide for 
seven Trustees. St. Faith’s School of Saratoga 
was chartered. The provisional charter of 
Rutgers Female Colleze was extended one year 
without degree-conferring powers. 

The academic departments of union schools 
in the following places were admittec: Fort 
Plain, Marcellus, Mount Vernon, favona, 
Unadilla, Waterport, and Waterviiet, (West 
Troy.) 

Library charters were granted to public 
livraries at Ellenville, Canaan, Jordanvilie, 
Greenwood, Liverpool, Mellenville, North 
Greenbush, District No. 6, Trumansburg, Utica, 
and Albany. The Bay Ridge Free Library was 
reincorporated. The library associations at 


Hornelisville and Westport, already incorpo- 
rated, were admitted to the university.

SURE LOUIS» ‘KILLED BERTIE. 





Coroner’s Jury at Frechold, N. J., Pro- 


nounces Yeung Wood a Murderer. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Jane 21.—Coroner Austin P. 
Johnson began the inquest to-day in the case of 
Bertie Wagner, the three-year-old boy who was 
Killed, as alleged, by Louis Wood with a shot- 
gun at Howell, N. J. 

Lewis Wagner, Bertie’s father, said that when 
he ran up stairs and picked up his ehild* he 
found part of Bertie’s head had been blown 
away. Wood denied that he did the shooting. 

Bertie’s mother testified that she found the 
shotgun with which he was killed standing in a 
eorner at the foot of the bed, twel ve or thirteen 
feet from where he was shot. 

Dr. D. MoLean Foreman, testified that from 
the nature of the wound Bertie sould not have 


shot himself. He was shot by some one who 
stood about ten or twelve feet from him. This, 
he said, was proved from the height of Bertie, 
the lecation of the wound, and the slanting 
holes torn in the plaster of the wall back of 
where Kertie stood. Dr, Foreman was positive 
that Wood, who was the only person in the 
be:ilroom with Bertie, held the gun at the time 
the child was shot. 

After twenty minutes’ deliberation the Cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict that Louis Wood 
inflicted the fatal wound. Prosecutor Ivins ex- 
pects to bring Wood to Freehold on requisition 
papers Monday next.

Whe Record of June 21 Beaten by the. 
Mercury Yesterday—An Unusual Amount 
of Humidity Caused Great Discomfort—

Many People Frostrated by the Heat. 


New-York will in all probability have a 
breathing spell ef cooler weather for the next 
few days. 

It was not so much the heat as the humidity 
that brought wilting to the linen and woe to the 
hearts of suffering New-Yorkers yesterday, and, 
while the average temperature was decidedly 
below that of Tuesday, the discomfort was far 
greater. 

At8 A. M. the temperature indicated by the 
piicial thermometer on the top of the Equita- 
bie Building registered 78.3°, the humidity at 
that time being 62 per cent, or4 per cent 
higher than that of Tusday morzring. 

From that time on through the day the mer- 
cury kept steadily rising, with the humidity 
proportionately on the increase. 

By 10 o'clock, with a temperature of 79° and 
the humidity at 68 per eent., waistcoats became 
a superfluous article of apparel, and vendors of 
such cooling appliances #8 palm-leaf fans, milk 
shakes, and dyspeptic-looking, if welcome, 
lemonades prepared for a day witich should re- 
turn them a good interest om their capital in- 
vésted in the same. 

At 3 o’clock the sizzling fairly began, humid- 
ity lending all its efforts to a temperature of 
90°, officially registered, a temperature which 
it is to be remembered gives no ides of the 


heat pedestrians on the dusty and baking 
es had to endure. The only mitigating 
feature of the condition of, the weather was & 
kindly wind which blew over the superheated 
city all through the afternoon at a rate of ter

at 629 Fulton Street, who furnished the nails; 
Frederick Siegfried, who constructed the grand 
stands at the Plaza; Charles H. Southard, the 
second-hand lumber dealer who bought the 
arand-stand lumber for #550, all testified that 
their dealings were with Pigot.

As usual on such hot days the public parks 
were crowded. The sea wall of the Battery was 
black with loungers with gaping mouths in- 
haling the southeriy Wind laden with the cool- 
ness of ocean and bay.

slowly and steadily, to 92°, and it looked as if 
the limit had been reached. But temperatures 
in this year of grace 1893, are nothing if not 
record-breakers, and so by diut of perseverance 
and attention to business the thin red lime in 
the thermometricai glass tube raised its crest to 
96°, marking yesterday to be as hot a day as 
apy hot 2ist of June on the records of the 
Weather Bureau. 

Then came relief. The sky’s blue surface was 
mottied with what were at first distant specks 
and grew rapidly into dull clouds passing over 
the city. They broke into showers, not heavy, 
it is true, but enough toinjure the business of 
the roof gardens rather seriously and to com- 
pensate New-York by ussuring her of a com- 
paratively cool night's sleep.

Spies, a Well-Known Merchant, 
Shoots and Kills Himself. 


Francis 


Francis Spies, a well-known merchant, and 
the only member of the firm of Marcial & Co. of 
86 Broadway, committed suicide yesterday 
worning at his home, 64 East Fifty-fifth street, 
by shooting himself in the head with arevolver. 

When Mr. Spies wasin the army he was sun- 
struck, and he afterward suffered greatly from 
‘he heat. His lawyer, Emmett R. Olcott, called 
on him on Tuesday, and found Mr. Spies very 
much depressed. Mr. Spies said to him: “Old 
man, I feel thatsomething is going to happen 
to me. I suffer from the sunstroke [ hadin the 
war, and for the last three nights I have not 
slept at all.” 

To this Mr. Olcott replied that Mr. Spies ought 
to take arest and get a partnerin the business 
£0 that some of his cares and worries might be 
taken from him. To this Mr. Spies made no re- 
eponse. 

He awoke yesterday morning about 7 o’clock 
and went inte the bathroom. He atarted to 
take a bath, but be rung for his colored boy, 
Cornelius George, who arranged everything for 
his master. The colored boy, on lesving the 
room, left the dooropen. He noticed that Mr. 
Spies shut it carefully, and then Cornelius went 
on down stairs. 

He had scareely reached the tirst floor when 
he was startied by two reports. Rushing back 
to the bathroom, he found his master dead with 
his head restiug on two bath towels, which bad 
been placed carefully on the fioor. In bis hand 
and resting on his stomach was a revolver, and 
the floor was covered with blood, which was 
running from the wounds in his head. 

Dr. Joshua L. Boaton was galled, and upon 
exawination found that two bullets had en- 
tered Mr. Spies’s head. He had fired the 
first shot inte the right side of his head, but so - 
high upthatit was not fatal Prebabiy in a 
hurry to put himself out of his misery he fired 
the second shet. This entered his head on the 
right side, about half an inch forward of the 
ear. This shot killed him instantly. 

Mr. Spies’s family is in Europe. He left a 
wife and three children—two daughters and « 
son, Frank F. Spies. The son went to Lendon 
in March to learn the process of manufacturing 
cement with the firm of J. B. White & Sons. 
Mrs. Spies and her two daughters sailed for 
Europe on June 10, and Mr. Spies received a 
cable from them yesterday announcing their 
eafe arrival He had intended joiuing them 
later. 

Word was cabled Mrs. Spies informing her of 
her husband’s sad death and telling her that 
the body would be placed in a receiving vault 
till directions were received from her. 

Mr. Spies was a very successful man. He was 
born ip Brooklyn fifty-five years ago, and dur- 
ing the war he wasa good soldier. He was a 
member of the Seventh Regiment Veteran 
Corpse and also of Lafayette Post, G.A.R. He 
received his business education in the house of 
Moses Taylor, the banker, in South Street. 
About twenty years ago be became connected 
with the firm of Mareial & Co., having with him 
as associates C. C. Dennis, a son-in-law of Ad- 
miral Cooper; John Mareial, and W. Sehwarz- 
walder. 

After being in the firm five years he bought 
out the remaining members. His business was 
almost altogether with the Central and South 
American countries. He was reputed to be and 
tog od was a wealthy man.

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GOV. FLOWER LEAVES CAMP 


HE WANTS TO TAKE THE SEV- 
ENTH REGIMENT TO OHIOAGO. 





Raised If Transportation Is Furnished 
* —He Says the Seventh Would Surprise 
World’s Fair Visitors—Thorough In- 
spection of the Camp—New-Jersey-Ath- 
‘letic Club Defeated at Baseball—West 
Point Cadets to Visit the Camp. 


PEEKSKILE, N. Y., June 21.—To-day, one of 
the longest in the year, made its presence 
known in the most offensive wanner, bringing 
along with it notonly a very high degree of 
temperature, but a disagreeoble ally in a large 
amountof humidity, which is an enemy that 
the human body cannot meet oneven terms. 
Before leaving for Albany, at 10 o’clock, Gov. 
Flower had made a thorough inspection of the 
Camp. Last night, in company with Gen. Porter, 
Col. Appleten, and Major D. M. Stimson, he 
made atour of the sentry posts. The guard 
was tumbled out “for the Commander in Chief,”’ 
and inspected. Then asquad of Seventh Regi- 
ment men appeared for the purpose of giving 
the Governor an object lesson in pack carrying. 
They brought with them the old-fashioned 
knapsack, the Merriam pack, the Dodge yoke, 
and the rolled blankets. The men went through 
the manual, dropped to the ground, and went 
through the process of firing. When they un- 
swung their burdens the general opinion of all 
was that this pack is the most useful and serv- 
Aceable and least cumbersome of any in use. 

At 6 o’olock this morning the Governor, ia 
company with Major A. P. Montant, Assistant 
Inspector General, was on his way to the mess 
hall to inspect the arrangements for providing 
for the comfort of the men. He took breakfast 
with Louis Windholeat and Col Yale, and was 
told an amusing story. The first day Major 
Montant arrived he made an inspection of quar- 
ters and was much taken with Louis Wind- 
holst’s euavity. “He is a very intelligent 
man,” said the Major in Frenoh to a comrade. 

Louls at once responded in French. The 
Major was somewhat surprised. “Do you 
speak German?” he asked. Louis conversed 
with him in German. 

“How about Spanish?” asked Major Mon- 
tant. 

“Tam perfectiy athomein Spanish,” returned 
the proprietor of the mess hall, who kept upa 
running interchange of banter with the versa- 
tile oflicer in Spanish for ten minutes. 

* Well, let us try Kuesian!”’ said Major Mon- 
tant. 

“* You have me there, but I can meet you in 
Italian,” observed Louis, who ran along in the 
rich language of Tasso, Alfieri, and Dante to 
the Major’s astonishment. 

“Well,” said the Governor, “ifever I makea 
tour of the world, I will ask you two men to go 


along with me. I will do the talking in English 
and let you do the rest.” 

Tue Governor, accompanied by Major Mon- 
tant, entered the mess hall at the moment the 
troops bad Dnished breakfast. ‘Attention!’ rang 
out, and every Man stood erect and in his place. 
Every one knew who was coming, and from the 
left company to the right the seventh Regiment 
cheer was consecutively taken up—"“ Siss-boom- 
Ah! Whois Gov. Fiower: Firstin war, first in 
peace, first in the hearts of his countrymen!” 
and combined with an old-fashioned break- 
down that would have done credit to a dozen 
Virginia plantations in the “Days befoh the 
wah, Sab.” 

A dozen times since he has been in camp, 
Gov. Flower has aliuded to the necessity of 
having the Seventh Kegiment accompany him 
to Chicago during New-York’s week, beginning 
Sept. 4, the anniversary of the day when Hen- 
drik Hudson discovered tne Hudson River. 
The longth of time estimated for the absence 
of the troops is ten days, and the total cost 
$32,000, of which $16,00uU goes for transporta- 
tion. The Governor was hopeful that some one 
of the big railway companies would generously 
undertake to furnish transportation to the regi- 
ment and the band, and that $20,00U or $25,- 
v00 could be raised by public subscription. 
* New-York State,” said the Governor to Tue 
New-YoORK TiIMEs’S correspondent, “is ahead 
of every other State in exhibits at Chicago, ex- 
cept ininusic and wilitary. Now, if we van send 
out the Seventh and ite band, we will give those 
people an objeot lesson that they never will for- 
get, and which will throw additional lustre 
upon the glory of our Commonwealth.’’ 

And he intimated very piainly that, should 
transportation be furnished to the troops and 
the pupular subscriptions for subsistence and 
expenditures not be forthcoming, he wouid 
sew to it that the difficulty would be overcome. 
“We have no State funds upon which we can 
draw, but I believe that, should the regiment 
decide to go, nv trouble would be encountered 
in supplying the funds.” 

It was necessary for the Governor to bein 
Alvany beiore 1 o’olook to-day, and rather than 
put him to the inconvenience of traveiing in a 
slow train, Lieut. Harry ©. Du Val, First Lieu- 
tenant ip Capt. J. Thorne Harper's company 
and Mr. LDepew’s private secretary, telegraphed 
a@ request to the general oilice of the company 
that the fast mail, which passes here at 10:14, 
stop at Roa Hook. The Governor was accom- 
panied to the station by Adjt. Gen. Porter, Gen. 
Varian, Gen. MoGrath, and to Albany by Capt. 
A. L. Judson. Before he left, Col. Appleton, 
Lieut. Col. George Moore Smith, and Major D. 
M. Stimson repaired to General Headquarters 
and paid their inal respects. 

As he shook hands with Col. Appleton, he 
pointed to the trees on Luxury Row and said: 
** Well, Colonel, this, I see, is distinctively a 
Beventh Regiment camp, for, in iwitation of 
your style, I observe that they have even 
painted the trees with white trousers.” 

In recognition of the services of Adjt. 
Francis G. Landon, the dramatic association of 
the Kighth Company, Charles £. Lydecker, coimn- 
manding, presented him last night with a su- 
perb brown statuetie of “* Carmen,” which 
came from the Salon de Beaux Arts of Paris. 
From January to April the Adjutant, in addi- 
tion to his numerous other duties, cvached this 
association for the drama “ Dvst,” in which 
over sixty characters participated. The pree- 
entation speech was made by Lieut. William J. 
Underwood, and the popular Adjutant was 
taken completely by surprise. In addition to 
the statuette was an album containing the 
dbotographs and autographs of all who partici- 
duted in the play.

DIED WITH A DISLOOATED NEOK. 


Purcell Charged with Causing O’Brien’s 
Death—Strange Ending of a Fight. 





James Purcell, a driver in the Street-Cleaning 
Department, was remanded in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday on a charge of 
homicide, in causing the death of John O’Brien, 
who died at St. Vincent’s Hospital yesterday 
morning. 

Purcell is thirty-five years old and lives at 
769 Washington Street, over Patrick Mulvy’s 
saloon. O’Brien was twenty-two years old, and 
lived at 352 West Twelfth Street. Both men 
were in Mulvy’s saloon Tuesday night.

What he said no one 
svems to remember, but the men grappled and 
fell to the floor, O’Brien being on top. 

After much wrestling, Purcell rolied O'Brien 
over.

O’Brien 
was found to be unconscious, and was sent to 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. There it was dfscovered 
that his spine was injured, and that his neck 
was dislocated. He did not recover consclous- 
— and died at 5:40 o’clock Wednesday morn- 


ng.

OOL, AINSWORTH’S CASE. 


No Court of Inquiry Until the Grand Jury 
Has Finished. 





WASHINGTON, June 21.—It has been prac- 
tically determined that the army court of in- 
quiry to investigate the Ford’s Theatre disaster 
will not meet until after the Grand Jury has 
acted on the case of Col. Ainsworth. The 
Grand Jury is nowin session, and is likely to 
take up the presentments of Ainsworth, Dant, 
Covert, and Sasse this week. 

In thus delaying its inquiry the army court is 
not governed by any desire to see what will be 
done by the Grand Jury. A number of the 
witnesses that will appear before the last- 
named body will be called before the court of 
inquiry, and to prevent confusion and postpone- 
mentfor wantof witnesses, the court will not 
take the chance of conducting its investigation 
synchronously with that of the non-military 
power. If the investigation by the Grand 
Jury threatens to be protracted, the court of in- 
quiry will probably begin its hearings and call 
before it witnesses who have testified before the 
other body. 

So far as the action of the Grand Jury is con- 
cerned, it has been determined that whatever 
its tindings, and there is little doubt that Col, 
Ainsworth will be indicted, Col. Ainsworth’s 
case shall not be prejudiced by suspension from 
duty or by any other action within the province 
of the War Department.

THE POPE AND THE SCHOOLS 


TRANSLATION OF HIS ENOYOLIOAL 
TO OARDINAL GIBBONS. 





Position Taken by Mgr. Satolli Thorough- 
ly Indorsed—The Father of the Church 
Sees Nothing in the Delegate’s Declara- 
tions Antagonistic to the Welfare of 
His Charge—Says They Do Not Inter- 
fere with the Decrees of the Baltimore 
Council—Kind Words for Americans. 


BALTIMORE, June 21.—Cardinal Gibbons fur- 
nishes for publieation official translations of 
the Pope’s encyclical letter upon the school 
question referred to in to-day’s NEw-YORK 
Times. The letter came to him through Cardl- 
nal Rampolla, who wrote as follows under date 
of June 1: ; 


Your Eminence: I herewith transmitto your 
Eminence the Pontifical letter upon the noted 
school question, I do not doubt but that your 
Eminence will read with pleasure its contents, 
and I hope that the important document will 
eee calm re-established in the minds of all who 
have been interested in this question. 

It is the desire of the Holy Father that your 
Eminence would kindly have the letter printed 
and distributed to all the Bishops of the United 
States. | would remain, with profound respect, 
your Eminence’s devoted servant, 

M. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA. 


The Pope's letter, as translated, is as follows: 

To Our Beloved Son, James Gibbons, Card. 

Priest of the Holy Koman Church, Titular of 

St, Mary's Beyond the Tiber, Archbishop of 

Baltimore, and to Our Venerable Brethren 

the Archbishops and Bishops of the United 
States of North America. 


POPE LEO XIIL 
SJeloved son and vcnerable brethren, health 
and apostolic benediction : 

We have often given manifest proofs both of 
our solieitude for the welfare of the faithful 
people and Bishops of the United States of 
America and of the peculiar affection with 
which we cherish that portion of our Saviour’s 
fiock. Of this we have given an additional 
and unmistakable evidence in sending to you 
as our delegate our venerable brother Francis, 
titular Archbishop of Lepanto, an illustrious 
man, not less pre-eminent by hia learning than 
by his virtues, as you yourselves in the recent 
mesting of the Archbishops in NevW-York have 
pleinly testified, thus confirming the trust 
which we had reposed in his prudence, 

Now, his legation had this for its first object, 
that it should be « public testimonial of our 
good will toward your country and of the high 
esteem in which we hold those who administer 
the Government of the Republic, for he wae to 
essist in our name at the dedication of the Uni- 
Versal Exposition held in the City of Ohicago, 
in which we ourselves, by the courteous invita- 
tion of ite Directors, have taken part. 

But his legation had this also for ite purpose, 
that our presence should be made, as it were, 

erpetual among you, by the permanent esta)- 

ishment of an Apostolic Delegation at Wasb- 
ington. By thie we have manifestly declared 
not only that we love your Nation equally with 
those most flourishing countries to which we 
have been accustomed to send representatives 
vested with our authority, but also that we 
vehemently desire that the bonds of mutual re- 
lationship binding you and your faithful people 
with us,as children with their father, should 
grow closer every day. Nor was it small com- 
fort to our hearte that this new act of our care 
in your regard was followed by genoral out- 
pouring of thanks and affection toward us. 

Now, in our fraternal solicitude for your 
well-being we had, above all, given command to 
the Archbishop of Lepanto that he should use 
all his endeavors and all the skill of his fra- 
ternal charity for the extirpation of all the germs 
of dissension developed in the too well-known 
controversies concerning the proper instruction 
of Catholic youth, a dissension whose fiame 
was fanned by various writings published on 
both sides. These commands of ours our ven- 
erable brother fully complied with, and in the 
‘month of November of last year he repaired to 
New-York, where there had assembled with you, 
beloved son, all the other Archbishops of your 
country, they having complied with the desire 
which [had commanioated to them through 
the Sacred Congregation of the Propaganda 
that, after conferring with their suffragans, 
they should join counsels and deliberate con- 
cerning the best method of caring for those 
Catholic children wno attend the public schools 
instead of Catholic schools. 

The things which you wisely decreed in that 
mecting were pleasing to the said Archbishop 
of Lepanto, who bestowed merited praise on 
your prudenes and expressed his belief that 
these decrees would prove most useful This 
judgment we, also, with great pleasure, con- 
firm, and to yourself and the other prelates 
then assembled with you we give deserved 
praise for baving thus opportunely responded 
to our counsel and our expectation. 

But, at the same time, our said venerable 
brother, wishing, as it was our desire, to settle 
the —— concerning the right instruction 
of Catholic youth, about which, as above stated, 
controversy was being waged and writings 
published with excited minds and angry feel- 
ings, laid before: you certain propositions, put 
in shape by himeelf, touching upon-both the 
theoretical principles of the subject and their 
practical application. 

When the meetingof Archbishops had seriously 
weighed the meaning and bearing of these pro- 
positions, and had asked for certain declara- 
tions and corrections in them, all this the Aroh- 
bishop of Lepanto cheerfully complied with, 
which being done the distinguished assemblage 
closed its sessions with a decleration of grati- 
tude and of satisfaction with the way in which 
he bad fulfilled the commission tntrusted to him 
by us. All thie we findin the minutes of the 
meeting, which you have taken care to send us. 

But these propositions of our delegates hav- 
ing been inopportunely made public, minds were 
at once excited and controversies started 
afresh, which, through falee interpretations 
and through malignant imputations soattered 
abroad in the newspapers, grew more wide- 
spread and more serious. 

Then eertain prelates of your country, wheth- 
er diepleased with the interpretations put 
upon some of these propositions or fearing the 
harm to souls which it seemed to them might 
thence result, confided to us the reasons of their 
anxiety, and we, knowing that the salvation of 
z0uls is the supreme law to be ever assiduously 
borne in mind by us, wishing, moreover, to give 
you another proof of our solicitous affection, 
reqnested that each of you should, in a private 
letter, fully open bis mind to us on the subject, 
which was diligently complied with by each one 
of you. 

From the examination of these letters it be- 
eame manifest to us that some of yeu found in 
the propositions no reason for apprehension, 
while to others it seemed that the proposition 
partially abrogated the disciplinary law con- 
cerning schools enacted by the Council of Balti- 
more, and they feared that the diversity of 
interpretations put upon them would engender 
gad dissensions which would prove detrimental 
to the Catholic schools. 

After carefully weighiag the matter, we cre 
antirely convinced that such interpretations 
are wn 4 alien from the meaning of our dele- 
gate, as they are assuredly far from the mind 
of this Apoatolic Bee. For the principal propo- 
sitions offered by him were drawn from the de- 
crees of the Third Plenary Council of Baltimore 
and especially declare that Catholic schools are 
to be most sedulously promoted, and that it is 
to be left to the judgment and conscience of 
the Ordinary to decide, according tothe circum- 
stances, when it is lawful and when unlawful to 
attend the public schools. 

Now, if the words of any speaker are £0 to be 
taken that the latter partof his discourse shall 
be understood to agree, and not to disagree, 
with what he had said before, it is surely both 
unbecoming and unjust so to explain his later 
utterances as to make them disagree with the 
preceding ones. And this is the more true 
since the meaning of the writer was not at all 
left obscure. 

For, while presenting his propositions to the 
distinguished meeting in New-York, he expresse- 
ly deciared, as is evident from the minutes, his 
admiration for the zeal manifested by the Bish- 
ops of North America, in the most wise decrees 
enacted by the Third Plenary Council of Balti- 
more, for the promotion of the Catholic instruc- 
tion ofthe young. He added, moreover, that 
these decrees, insofar as they containa gen- 
eral rule of action, are faithfully to be ob- 
served; and that, although the public schools 
are notto be entirely condemned, since cases 
may ooour, as the Council iteelf had foreseen, in 
which it is lawful to attend them, still every 

. endeavor should be made to multiply Cathelic 
achoole and to bring them to perfect equip- 
ment. 

But in order that, in a matter of so grave im- 
portance, there may remain no room for doubt 
or far dissension of opinions, as we have already 
declared in our letter of the 23d of May of last 
year to our venerable brethren, the Archbishop 
and Bishops of the Province of New-York, so 
‘we again, ac far as need be, declare that the 
decree whieh the Baltimore Councils, agree- 
ably to the directions of the Holy See, have 
enacted concerning parochial schools, and 
whatever else has been prescribed by the Ro- 
man Pontiffs, whether directly or through the 
Sacred Congregations concerning the same 
matter, are to be steadfastly observed. 

Wherefore we confidently hope—and your de- 
votedness to us and to the Apostolic See in- 
creases our confidence—that, having put ~ 
every cause of errorand all anxiety, you will 
work together, with hearts united in perfect 
charity for the wider and wider spread of the 
Kingdom of God in your immense country. 

But while industriously laboring for the glory 
of God and the salvation of the souls intros 
to your care, strive also to promote the welfare 
of your fellow-oltizens and to prove the earnest- 
ness of your love oe? country, so that they 
who are intrusted with the sdministration of 
the Government may clearly recognize how 
strong an influence for the support of public 
order and for the advancement of public pros- 
ar = | is to be found in the Catholic Chur

DECISION IN A MASSACHUSETTS CASE. 


Boston, June 21.—The Supreme Court to-day 
handed down a decision that sending a child to 
a@ parochial school is a sufficient compliance 
with the statutes where the child is instructed 
in the branches required by law, even if the 
school is not approved by the School Committee 
of the town or city where the school te situated. 

This is the finding of the full bench in the 
case of the State against Frank Roberts of 
Fitohburg, who was complained of for neglect- 
ing to cause his eleven-year-old child to attend 
any public school in that oity. 

Roberte contended that he had sent the girl 
to a private echool, where she had received the 
inatructions made necessary by law. The 
school was a parochial school. 


H. H. WARNER'S FAILURE. 


Assignee Job E. Hedges Files a Schedule 
of Assets and Liabilities. 





Rocwester, N. Y¥., Jane 21.—Job E. Hedges, 
assignee of H. H. Warner, filed his schedule of 
assets and liabilities to-day. The statement 
shows a favorable situation. The total indebt- 
edness is shown to be $1,046,369.37, of which 
$653,027.86 is secured and $393,341.51 unse- 
eured. Of the secured liabilities $375,000 is in- 
debtedness to the H. H. Warner Company, Limit- 
ed. The contingent liabilities amount to $469,- 
108.39. In these is included the sum of $270,- 
060.28, which the attorney for the assignee says 
Mr. Warner did not expect to be oalled upon to 
pay in any part. This makes the amount of 


contingent liabilities $199,048.11. This su: is 
upon Mr. Warner's indorsements, and should 
he be called upon to pay it, the total amount of 
imperative liavilities will be $1,245,417.48. 

he nominal value af the assets is $2,573,- 
022.63, and the actual, as given by Assignee 
Hedges, is $169,911.67. This does not include 
any valuation on the stock of the H. H. Warner 
Oompany, Limited. The sssiguee states that 
the value of this stock is unknown to him. The 
inventory shows, however, that the assigned 
estate includes 34,645 shares, the par value of 
which is $50 per share, or $1,732,250. 

On account of Warner’s financial difficulties 
and the depression in industrial stooke the 
values are not rated. For three years these 
stocks have paid 15 per cent premium per an- 
num. No valuation is given in the schedule 
upon 400,000 acres of land in Durango, Mexico, 
it being unknown, It consists of grazing and 
timber land. 

The schedule states that the assignee holds 
$110,092.62 of Mr. Yates’s notes, which have 
been taken up and paid by him as an offset to 
the $65,000 taken up and paid by Mr. Yates for 
which he brought an action somé time azo. 

The inventory shows how some of Mr. War- 
ner’s money has gone. He invested $191,244.23 
in the Genesee Gold Miniag Company, upward 
of $28,000 in the 8an José Mining and Canal 
Company, $57,000 in the Sareno Mining Com- 

any, Mexico, and $121,000 in the Horseshoe 

ining Company. 

The schedule makes ne mention of the grape 
sugar industry, in which Mr. Warner expended 
upward of a quarter of a million, and which 
has no present or prospective value. 

Mr. Warner has issued a circular to his eredit- 
ors, which substantially repeats the figures 
given by the assignee. 

Mr. Warner concludes as foliows: 

“ Bince my assignment I have Deen trying to reach 
an adjustment, but tind it impracticable to come to 
al agreement at this distance frum the home oitice 
of the company in London. I have, therefore, de- 
cided to go immediately to London for the purpose 
ofarranging with the company, if that be possibile. 
Im the meantime, I trust that my creditors will con- 
tinue that forbearance which they have so kindly 
shown me tothis time. I assure you, gentlemen, 
that I am, ae I have been, working in what I be- 
lieve to be your very best interests.” 


PRESENT TO OORNELL. 


It Is to Have the Library of Prof. Zarncke 





of Leipsic.. 


ITHACA, N. Y., June 21.—Through the gener- 
osity of a friend of Cornell University, the 
library of Prof. Zarncke of thea University of 
Leipsic has been purchased and presented to 
the university. This collection embraces more 
than 18,000 volumes. It is said to be unequaled 
by any private library in Germany and sur- 
passed by but few of the greater university 
libraries. 

Prof. Zarncke was Professor of the Germanic 
Languages and editor of the Litierarisches 
Oentral-Bliatt, and an ardent collector of the 
finesteditions. His library embraces compsra- 
tive philology, linguistics, Norse, Anglo-Saxon, 
German, and romance philology, the history of 
culture, ag eee the history of universities; 
the whole field of German literature and oriti- 
cism, and several collections which are almost 
unique in extent, namely, those of Lessing, 
Goethe, Schiller, and Christian Reuter litera- 
ture. The Faust collection is very full. 

In addition to this, the library is rich in 
complete sets of magazines, reviews, lexicons, 
and special monographs covering the entire 
field of Germanic philology.

THE PORT “ROYAL DRY DOOK. 


Nothing to Criticise in the Work 6f the 
Contractor. 





WASHINGTON, June 21.— Commodore Far- 
quhar, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
hae ap interesting report from the Board of 
Civil Engineers which was detailed to examine 
the big timber dry dock at Port Royal, 8. C. 
Commodore Farquhar is satisfied with the re- 
sult of the inquiry, whieh shows, according to 
the report, that the work of the eontractor is 
good, and there is nothing to criticise in the 
methods or in what has so far been done. 

The board finds, however, that the dock should 
be strengthened, as a measure of precaution. 


The extra work will be done at Government ex- 
a by the contractor, who will be 
allewed to charge it on hia bill. The matter ef 
leakage which alarmed the department people 
first, is reported as amounting to very little, no 
more than has occurred in the construction of 
other doeks where the hydrostatic pressure has 
caused the partial flooding of the excavation. 

The Pert Royal dock, the Brooklyn dock, and 
the Puget Sound dock are the only docks 
capable of taking in the battle ship Iowa, just 
planned. 





Nothing Decided About the Hartford. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Hartford may 
not be returned to the navy after all. The 
Navy Department has not decided to do any of 
the many things which have been reported as 
decided upon for the old ship. The only thing 
known about the rehabilitation of the Hartford 
is the proposition to equip her with moderr 
guns and place her once morejon the setive list. 

The whole thing is still a proposition. The 
subject has been discussed by the Board of 
Bureau Chiefs, which has. eharge of such 
matters, and there is to be further considera- 
tion of the situation. The board has taken no 
action and made no re mendation to the 
Secretary of the Navy, who has directed noth- 
ing as yet. A member of the board said to-day 
to the correspondent of THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
that the whole project might fail to meet the 
appreval of the board, and if if were approved 
by the board it might not be found acceptable 
or possible to carry out by the Secretary. Up 
to this time absolutely nothing has been done, 
and at present the Hartford is on the list of 
obsolete ships of the navy.

ANARCHIST PLOTS IN SPAIN 


FATAL RESULTS OF THE DYNAMITE 
EXPLOSION IN MADRID. 





The Shock Caused the Ceiling to Fall in a 
Circus Near Canovas del Castillo’s 
House—One Nobleman Fatally Injured— 
Another Crushed to Death in a Panic, 
and Other Persons Badly Hurt—Confes- 
sion of the Wounded Accomplice of 
the Bomb Thrower—Many Arrests. 


MADRID, June 21.—Great excitement prevalis 
throughout the city to-day in consequence of 
the attempt last night to blow up with dyna- 
mite the residence of Sefior Canovas del Cas- 
tillo, lately Prime Minister. Though the ocou- 
pants of the residence of the ex-Prime Minister 
escaped unscathed, the explosion was the cause 
of the death of one person, the fatal injury of 
another, and the wounding of several others. 

At the time of the explosion a performance 
was being given at a olrcus a short distance 
from the residence of Sefior Canovas del Cas- 
tillo,. The shock was so great that it caused 
a part of the ceiling directly over the stalls, 
that were occupied by a party of nobles, to 
crash down upon the heads of the oconpants. 

The people were panic-stricken, and made a 
rush for the cxits, paying no attention to thore 
who were unlucky enough to stumble aud fall, 
but tramping upon them in their efforts to 
escape. Among the occupants of the stalls 
were the grandson of the Marquis of Havana, 
President of the Senate, andason of Marquis 
Guadalest. The former was straook on the head 
by a large piece of the falling ceiling and sus- 
tained injuries that will cause his death ina 
few hours. 

The son of Marquis Guadalest attempted to 
rush from the building, but lost his footing, and 
the panic-stricken crowd trampled him to death. 
His body was later removed from the building. 
His face was hardly recognizable. Beven 
other persons were aleo trampled upon by the 
crowd and seriously injured, while a large num- 
berof those who escaped unaided from the 
building sustained painful but not dangerous 
injuries. 

It is generally believed that the explosion 
was the work of Anarohists, whose headquar- 
ters are at Barcelona. Seventeen arrests have 
been made in thatcity of men who are sup- 
posed to be implicated in the outrage. The 
affair is supposed to have some.connection with 
the plans of the revolutionists in Barcelona, 
where the opponents of the Government have 
shown much activity of late. These arrests, it 
is said, were made oblefly among the men em- 
ployed in the printing offices which are de- 
voted to the publication of Anarchistic doou- 
ments. Many of these printing offices were 
closed about a year ago during the Anarchist 


troubles, but they have beon opened again, and 
have flooded the industrial sections of the 
country with characteristic literature. 

Ithas been learned that prior to the explo- 
sion a gentleman and two workmen were seen 
near the house of Sefor Canovas del Castillo. 
The gentleman disappeared a few minutes be- 
fore the explosion occurred. It is conjectured 
that the fuse of the bomb that first exploded 
burned much more rapidly than the conspira- 
tors caiculated upon, and that the shock of the 
explosion caused the bembs carried by the 
workingman to explode, blowing his body into 
fragments. The dead man was a printer. An- 
archist papers and documents belonging toa 
well-known Anarchist named Ernesto Alvarez 
were found im the pockets of the clothing. A 
letter dated from Barcelona was also found, ad- 
vising the recipient to use the utmost caution 
in carrying out the plans intrusted to him. 

The wounded accomplice of the dead bomb- 
thrower has made a partial confession. Under 
pressure from the police, the man, whose name 
is Suarez, admitted that the dead man was an 
Anarchist named Ruiz, and that he earried at 
the time of the explosion a bottle containing 
gunpowder and sbot. Five more Anarchists 
have been arrested in this city. 





DR. MIQUEL’S CONFIDENCE. 


Belief that the German Army Bill Will 
Command a Majority. 


BERLIN, June 21.—Dr. Johannes Miquel, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, who has more 
than once been mentioned as the probable suo- 
cessor of Chancellor von Oaprivi when the lat- 
ter makes up his mind to retire from office, is 
frank in his utterance regarding the significance 
of the late elections. 

He said to-day that the balloting hitherto had 
proved that generally the intelligent and prop- 
erty-owning classes were in favor of the Army 
billas proposed by the Government. Among 
these classes, however, there was one excep- 
tion. This was the class, or political section, 
that is under the influence of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church—thatis, the Centre Party. Dr. Mi- 
quel added that he did not mean to imply that 
this party was unpatriotic, but he did believe 
that their consciences had been overruled 
through the confessional. 

The most remarkable feature of the campaign, 
be said, was the complete wiping out of the 
candidates of the Richterists, or Radical Peo- 
ple’s Party. It would be a great pity if Herr 
Riehter, the leader of this faction, should be 
personally exoluded from the Reichatag by the 
result of the by-election that is necessary in his 
constituency. 

When questioned as tothe number of mem- 
bers of the Re‘ohstag who, aside from the regu- 
lar Government supporters, might be induced 
by Various conoessions to vote for Government 
measures, Dr. Miquel said he thought the Goy- 
ernment might evolve, out of more than 200 
cohesive Deputies, a solid working majority. 
This could be done, he thought, on a platform 
of moderate agrarian protection, 

Dr. Miquel deciared thathe deeply regretted 
the fact that the newspapers supporting the 
Government had been too assiduous in attack- 
ing and blackening Dr. Lieber, one of the Cen- 
trist leaders who had voted against the Army 
bill, and who led the Centrist faction that was 
so much opposed to the measure. He had 
known Dr. Lieber for years, he said, and know 
that he was quite tractable and open to con- 
vietion. 

lu speaking of the many political divisions 
that have sprung up since the dissolution of the 
Reichstag, Ur. Miquel said he was convinced 
that the present party organizations would 
soon disappear. He held that the decadence of 
the Centre Party would oause the supply of an 
important addition to the new groups that will 
supocrs the Government. 

r. Miquel is + of the ultimate adop- 
tion of the Army bill, even though the elections 
and by-elections result in the return of a major- 
ity against the measure. He believes that this 
result will be obtained by the making of conces- 
sions to the various groups, and thus ear a 
cartel party that will throw avery decisive 
vote in support of the Gevernment’s demand 
for strengthening the military power of the 
eupire. 


LOST TO THE DOWAGER DUCHESS. 





One of the Dead Duke of Sutherland’s 
Gifts Held to be Void. 


Lonpon, June 21.—The Hon. Sir Robert 
Romer, one of the Justices of the Chancery Di- 
vision of her Majeaty’s High Court of Justice, 
before whom was heard the claim of the Dow- 
ager Duchess of Sutherland to the possession of 
Tittensor Chase and a piece of land adjacent, 
granted to her by the Duke of Sutherland, to- 
day gave judgment in the case. 

He held that the late Duke of Sutherland, in 
granting these leases, had not regarded the in- 
terests of all the parties entitled to considera- 


tion under the settlement wade in 1884, whieh 
Was set out in the stetement of claim. He, 
moreover, held that the late Duke had, in 
granting the leases to the claimant, acted con- 
trary to the obligations cast upon him by the 
settled Lands act of 1882. He therefore dis- 
missed the claim and ordered that the Dow- 
ager Duchess pay the costa of the action. 

This is another victory for the young Duke 
of #utherland, who, since his father’s death and 
hie succession to the title, has fought in every 
way possible his stepmother’s claims to benefit 
under the will of the late Duke.

RULES FOR PELAGIC SEALING. 





Propositions Which Have Been Submitted 
by the British Counsel. 


Paris, June 21.—Sir Richerd Webster of 
counsel for Great Britain submitted to the 
Bering Sea tribunal yesterday a series of reg- 
ulations, comprising eight clauses, which Great 
Britain asks the tribunal to adopt. 

The chief features of these proposed regula- 
tions are that vessels engaged in pelagic seal- 
hunting must obtain licenses at either Victoria, 
Vancouver, Port Townsend, or San Francisco. 
Licenses shall be granted to sealing vessels. 
Sealing shall always be absolutely prohibited 
within twenty miles of the Pribilof Islands. A 
close season for pelagic sealing shall be estab- 
lished, and it shall extend from Sept. 15 to July 
1. No rifles ornets shall be used by pelagic 
hunters. All vessels engaged in pelagic sealing 
shalloarry a distinguishing fiag. All masters 
of such vessels shallrecord in their log books 
the time of their hunting, the places where they 
hunted, the number ofseals caught, and the sex 


of each animal captured. The licenses shall be 
liable to forfeiture in the event of the breach of 
any of the foregoing regulations. 

When the tribunal met to-day, Sir Richard 
pro to introduca documents that were 
submitted to the British Parliament last night 
relating to Kussia's agreement to indemnify the 
owners of sealing vessels seized by the Russian 
authorities. Counsel for the United States 
strongly objected to the admission of the doocu- 
ments, saying that to receive them would be 
admitting new evidence, but Baron de Courcel, 
President of the tribunal, decided that they 
might be read, and the tribunal would decide as 
to their admission afterward. 

Mr. C. Robinson of British counsel then 
spoke on the question of regulations, and in the 
course of his remarks defended Canada’s inter- 
vention in the negotiations that took place be- 
tween Mr. Blaine, then American Secretary of 
State, and Lord Salisbury, then British Prime 
Minister. He concluded his address by stating 
that while the tribunal did not have jurisdiction 
to establish regulations outside Bering Sea, he 
admitted that the seals would never be sutfti- 
olently protected without regulations covering 
the North Pacific Ocean. he Americans, he 
said, sought to obtain more from regulations 
than was obtainable from a property claim. 
The tribunal must regulate the industry in 
view of the rights of those engaged in It.

PROOFS OF TREASON STOLEN. 


Boast Made by a Boulangist Newspaper of 
Filching Diplomatic Papers. 


PaRIs, June 21.—The Cocarde, Boulangist 
organ, boasted in its issue last evening of steal- 
ing from a foreign government, in the interest 
of France, certain papers’ that involved men, 
whose names were not given, in treason to their 
country. Itis well understood that the eharge 
of treason applies chiefly to M. Clémenceau, who, 
Monday, became involved in a dispute in the 
Chamber of Deputies with MM.

MR. WHITEHEAD'S ADMISSIONS 


SPECIAL AGENT WILBUR WORKED 
FOR FASSETT’S ELECTION. 





Nominally Here in 1892 in the Interests 
of the Customs Service, Mr. Wilbur De- 
voted His Time to the Republican State 
Committee—Mr. Whitehead Certified to 
His Accounts Although He Did Not Be- 
lieve Them to be Entirely Correct—In- 
quiries as to Jute and Burlap Bags. 


The special commission t0 investigate the 
Custom House made public yesterday the testi- 
mony which was taken in secreton Tuesday 
from Special Treasury Agent George W. White- 
head in regard to the nature of the services ren- 
dered to the Government by Special Treasury 
Agent Wilbur in the Fassett campaign of 1892. 
Although ostensibly detailed to New-York to 
attend customs test suits in the courts, Mr. 
Wilbur was really employed asa clerk at the 
State Republican Headquarters. 

Bome interesting admissions were drawn from 
Mr. Whitehead by Mr. Magone at the examina- 
tion on Tuesday. Mr. Whitehead was the Special 
Treasury Agent in charge of the New-York Dis- 
trict from March 17, 1892, to Jan. 25, 1893. 

“Special Agent Wilbur,” said Mr. Whitehead, 
“oeame to me with a letter which he said had 


been written to him by the Secretary of the | 
Treasury, assigning him to duty in the New- 


York District.” 

“Did you see the letter?” 

“No. [understood it was a personal letter 
from the Secretary toMr. Wilbur. Mr. Wilbur 
merely said, ‘I report for duty.” Mr, Wilbur 
told me he had been assigned to any cases then 
pending in court which had arisen while he was 
the special agent in oharge of the New-York 
District. 1 told him that this assignment was 
in accord with a suggestion whieh had been 
made to me, and I told him I knew of but two 
pending cases.” 

“How did you receive the suggestion which 
was made to you?”’ 

“In a confidential communication.” 

“From whom?” 

“With all due respect to the commission, I 
feel compelled to decline to answer.” 

The question was pressed, but Mr. Whitehead 
refused to answer. 

‘Did he render any service to the Govern- 
ment after reporting to you?” 

“None, except what was indicated in his 
daily reports, which were submitted monthly.”

Mr. L. D. Huntington, President of the New- 
York State Fish Commission, has just received 
very gratifying evidence of the catoh of salmon 
in the Hudson during the past season. Matthew 


Kennedy, game and fish protector at Hudson, 
claims that forty salmon were taken at Troy 
during the past season, and that he took 
eighteen in his net, one of which weighea filty 
pounds. 

A large number of letters have been received 
from various shad men, the majority of whom 
claim to have caught more or less salmon dur- 
ing the year. Asitis against tho law to catch 
salmon, save by angling, it is difficult to get 
evidence. Salmon were first planted by the 
commission in the Hudson eight or ten years 
ago and the present result shows that their ef- 
forts, which were at first comparatively fruit- 
less, may still yield a large supply of salmon 
and open up a new industry to the people along 
the river.

There was no call for a 
complainant, and there would have been no 
answer anyhow, for the policemen who were 
coneerned in the arrest of the sailors were nos 
in court. 

Before the men really had time toline up in 
front of the rail Justice Tighe growled ‘‘ Dis- 
charged,” and threw the papors of complaint 


over to his clerk. From the crowd in the court- 
room there was & murmur that suggested there 
was going to be an outburst of applause as the 
sailors started to leave the railing.

Zhe Market Responds Promptly and a 
Much More Hopeful Feeling Engen- 
dered — Frightened Bears Hasten to 
Cover Their Short Contracts -- Mr. Vii- 
lard’s Resignation — The Plan for the 
Reorganization of National Cordage — 
Some Sharp Advances,

There was a little more life to to-day’s 
market than on recent occasions, and there 
was unquestionably a much more hopefal 
feeling. The opening had been rather 
tame and the prices lower, but when it was 
announced that $500,000 in gold had been 
ordered from abroad the whole list re- 
sponded promptly. The bears became 
alarmed over the improving prospects and 
hastened to cover their outstanding short 
contracts. 

The demand for currency from” out of 
town was somewhat less urgent than yes- 
terday, and this fact together with the be- 
ginning of the gold import movement com- 
bined to lower the prevailing rate for call 





money. This in tarn was reflected ina 
sharp advance in sterling exchange toa 
point where it ie again impossible to bring 
in gold at a profit. The market at the 
close was dull and barely steady. 

Several interesting incidents occurred to- 
day, among them the acceptance of the 
resignation of Mr. Villard from the North- 
ern Pacific board. The plan of reorganiza- 
tion of the Cordage Company was also is- 
sued, and thatit was regarded favorably was 
proved by the sharp advanee in the stock. 
Reading was heavy in the early trading, 
but became steadier on a growing belief 
that, notwithstanding the frequently-re- 
peated statement of the managers that the 
time for assenting to the proposition would 
not be extended beyond to-day, some con- 
cessions in that line would be made. It 
was intimated that, if it could be shown 
that no large bloek of stock or other se- 
curities was held in opposition to the 
scheme, an extension might be granted.

The names of the successful applicants for ad- 
mission to the Nermal College have been an- 
nounced by President Thomas Hunter.
